We  support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we 
have  high  levels  of  unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of 
foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too.  We  are  a 
progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.  We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  we  all  have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were 
injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not 
happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and 
I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the 
community  and  acknowledge  what  has  happened.  We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.

Oakland,  CA  -  At  9:00pm,  Mayor  Jean  Quan  along  with  Chief  Howard

This  week's  newsletter  is  delayed  due  to  our  focus  on  the 
recent  events  concerning  Occupy  Oakland. 


We  support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we 
have  high  levels  of  unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of 
foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too.  We  are  a 
progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.  We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  we  all  have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.  We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal 
police  presence  at  the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a 
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community  effort  to  improve  communications  and  dialogue  with  the 
demonstrators. 

99%  of  our  officers  stayed  professional  during  difficult  and 
dangerous  circumstances  as  did  some  of  the  demonstrators  who 
dissuaded  other  protestors  from  vandalizing  downtown  and  for 
helping  to  keep  the  demonstrations  peaceful.  For  the  most  part, 
demonstrations  over  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  peaceful.  We 
hope  they  continue  to  be  so. 

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were 
injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not 
happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and 
I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the 
community  and  acknowledge  what  has  happened.  We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are  committed  to  honoring  their 
free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me 
and  Chief  Jordan.  We  welcome  open  dialogue  with  representatives 
of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and  we  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them  as  soon  as  possible.

Dear  Mayor  Quan: 

I  hope  you  are  well;  thank  you  for  the  informative  newsletters  about  all  the  wonderful  things  going  on  in 
Oakland. 

I  moved  into  the  apartments  at  3907  Piedmont  Avenue  last  May.  The  building  of  18  apartments  is  owned  by  a 
family  whose  last  name  is  Rose;  one  of  the  brothers  Mike  Rose  owns  the  popular  Pizza  Pazza.  I  like  old 
buildings  -  this  one  has  high  ceilings,  French  doors  and  gas-boiler  powered  radiators  to  provide  heat  included  in 
the  rent. 

When  I  signed  my  lease,  Stacy  Rose,  one  of  the  owners'  wives  said:  "We  provide  heat,  but  only  part  of  the 
year." 

It  was  May,  and  I  figured  she  meant  the  cold  part  of  the  year.  I  was  wrong. 

When  October  came,  and  the  temperature  dropped  down  to  the  low  60s  inside  the  apartment,  they  still  did  not 
turn  on  the  heat.  The  radiators  remained  ice  cold  and  so  did  the  apartment.  I  started  using  the  gas  oven  to  heat 
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the  apartment. 


When  I  contacted  Stacy  Rose  via  email  (I  have  an  electronic  history)  she  played  dumb  and  emailed  "the  heat  is 
on,  it's  just  really  low".  They  repeat  this  lie  to  other  tenants  as  well. 

Last  November,  I  had  PG  &  E  come  out  to  inspect  the  radiator,  to  see  if  it  was  "on."  The  serviceman  confirmed 
that  the  radiator  was  cold  to  the  touch  and  was  not  emitting  any  heat,  no  matter  which  way  the  valve  knob  was 
turned. 

In  case  you're  unfamiliar  with  radiators,  a  radiator  is  powered  by  a  gas  boiler  in  the  basement.  If  the  radiator  is 
"on"  it  is  possible  to  turn  a  knob  on  the  side  and  open  a  valve  so  the  hot  water  comes  into  the  radiator  and 
creates  radiant  heat.  If  this  is  not  happening,  and  the  radiator  is  cold,  it  is  "off." 

I  next  called  Oakland  City  Code  Enforcement  for  help.  When  the  first  inspector  came  out,  Mike  Rose  -  the 
Pizza  Pazza  owner  -  showed  them  an  electric  thermostat  in  the  hallway  and  told  them  "see,  the  heat  works."  The 
inspector  left  and  closed  my  complaint.  The  problem  is  that  this  thermostat  HAS  NOTHING  TO  DO  WITH 
THE  RADIATORS  IN  THE  APARTMENTS.  I  called  back  again,  and  insisted  they  come  out  and  verify  that 
the  apartments  are  still  very  cold  and  tenants  cannot  turn  on  the  heat  at  their  discretion. 

It  was  only  after  I  got  Code  Enforcement  Department  to  come  out  a  second  time,  that  the  heat  started  coming  on 
regularly.  But  just  twice  a  day  and  at  the  landlord's  discretion.  As  tenants,  we  never  had  the  ability  to  turn  on  the 
radiator  and  make  it  warm  when  we  want,  which  is  what  I  believe  the  law  dictates. 

I  know  Code  Enforcement  is  busy,  but  they  know  that  the  landlords  are  playing  games  and  flouting  the  law  that 
says  they  have  to  provide  gas  heat  and  they  have  been  doing  it  for  years.  (There  are  other  Fire  Code  violations 
in  the  building  as  well  -  and  during  the  blackout  last  night,  there  was  no  backup  safety  lighting  on  in  the 
building.)  For  some  reason,  Code  Enforcement  says  they  are  unable  to  come  out  early  in  the  morning  to  see 
how  cold  it  is;  nor  can  they  come  after  the  sun  goes  down  and  it  gets  very  cold.  I  have  taken  time  off  from  work 
just  to  meet  them. 

I  finally  purchased  an  electric  heater,  but  the  electrical  wiring  is  so  old  here,  and  the  circuit  are  poorly  wired,  so 
I  cannot  run  any  other  appliances  while  the  heater  is  on. 

This  year,  I  don't  know  how  long  it's  going  to  take  for  The  Roses  to  decide  that  the  tenants  who  pay  rent  here  at 
3907  Piedmont  Avenue  need  heat.  But  it  is  October  7, 1  am  in  bed  under  a  down  comforter  and  my  hands  are 
very  cold  as  I  type. 

Mayor  Quan,  can  you  please  help  us?

As  we  go  to  press,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  announced 
today  that  Oakland  received  the  largest  COPS  2  Hiring  Program 
grant  in  the  nation  at  a  press  conference  with  our  Congresswoman 
Barbara  Lee  at  the  Federal  Building.  This  year  Chief  Batts,  his 
staff  and  I  went  to  Washington,  DC,  with  one  purpose:  to  make 
sure  that  we  could  bring  home  funding  for  more  officers  on  the 
street.  We  met  with  Department  of  Justice  and  COPS  officials  to 
ask  for  help  and  to  understand  their  priorities  for  this  grant.

This  COPS  grant  will  allow  us  to  fund  25  officers  for  3  years.  They 
will  primarily  be  assigned  to  areas  around  middle  schools.  They 
will  focus  on  getting  to  know  the  neighborhoods  and  youth  and  on 
keeping  the  streets  safe  and  clear  of  drugs,  gangs,  and  other 
crime.  I  want  to  thank  Congresswoman  Lee,  Chief  Batts  and  COPS 
Director  Bernard  Melekian  for  providing  us  with  additional 
resources  ($10.7  million  over  the  next  3  years)  to  support  our 
police  and  our  community. 

Reducing  and  preventing  violence  is  a  top  priority  for  my 
administration.  The  top  priority  for  the  chief,  department  and 
the  officers  that  I  talked  to  in  over  18  line-ups  is  more  officers.  I 

have  spent  considerable  time  and  effort  on  this  focus.  When  I 
became  Mayor  I  reorganized  the  budget  to  return  10  laid  off  officers 
immediately.  Then  after  the  successful  contract  negotiations  where 
police  began  pension  contributions  and  gave  back  10%  in  pay  like 
other  employees  and  passage  of  the  budget,  we  returned  28  more 
officers  in  August.  This  grant  now  allows  us  to  fund  25  more  for  a 
total  of  63.  To  maintain  this  level  of  staffing  we  will  need  more 
funds  for  police  academies  (about  $4  M  each),  that  is  one  reason  I 
put  Measure  I  on  the  ballot. 

Success  will  require  that  the  City  do  its  part--  providing  our  officers 
with  the  resources  they  need  for  effective,  professional  work;

3.  City  News 

BUILDING  SERVICES  REFORM:  In  July  the  Grand  Jury  issued  a  report  that  summarized  long 
standing  issues  in  the  Building  Service  Department  including  potential  illegal  actions  by  former 
employees.  It  also  noted  some  improvements  that  the  City  has  put  in  place  since  spring  such  as 
posting  notices  on  property  rather  than  relying  on  mailing  to  owners  listed  on  county  records  and 
work  on  a  centralized  data  system  that  would  make  the  departments  records  and  actions  more 
transparent.  I  asked  City  Administrator  Deana  Santana  to  make  this  a  top  priority.  She  is 
conducting  a  management  review  and  we  are  looking  at  possible  legal  actions  while  an 
investigation  reviews  the  charges.  Council  last  week  started  to  go  over  the  response  to  the  Grand 
Jury.  They  asked  the  City  Administrator  to  come  back  with  further  actions  including  a  ban  on 
prospective  liens,  establishing  a  neutral  hearing  officer  process,  a  hearing  on  the  demolition  of 
properties,  and  a  requirement  that  any  demolition  must  require  the  personal  approval  of  the  City 
Administrator.  They  also  requested  that  a  Building  Services  task  force  be  established;  we  are 
looking  for  volunteers.  The  new  assistant  City  Administrator  Fred  Blackwell  is  expected  to  play  a 
large  role  in  oversight  of  the  Community  Economic  Development  Department. 


SCHOOL  DISTRICT  ANNOUNCES  CLOSURES  OF  SCHOOLS  This  weekend,  OUSD 
Superintendent  Tony  Smith  announced  his  recommendations  for  how  to  maintain  core  educational 
services  with  ever  shrinking  resources.  The  School  District  has  been  severely  hit  by  major  cutbacks 
at  the  state  level. When  I  was  a  School  Board  Member  the  district  reached  a  student  population  of 
over  53,000  students;  now  the  population  is  38,000.  This  is  partly  due  to  fluctuating  demographics, 
the  cost  of  housing,  and  the  large  number  of  charter  schools  approved  during  the  State  takeover. 
His  recommendations  are  available  on  the  OUSD  website. 

The  Superintendent  is  proposing  to  close  Lakeview,  Lazear,  Marshall,  Maxwell  Park,  and  Santa  Fe 
elementary  schools  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  and  to  consolidate  several  small  schools  at  the 
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city's  high  school  level.  Two  schools--  Kaiser  and  Burkhalter  elementary  schools  are  slated  to  grow 
to  380  students  by  2013.  His  recommendations  will  be  discussed  at  a  September  27  meeting 
held  at  the  Oakland  High  School  Theater,  1023  MacArthur  Blvd.  starting  at  5  pm. 


COURTLAND  CREEK  MURAL  BEAUTIFIES  AND  EDUCATES:  During  my  time  as  Council 
Member  I  commissioned  art  as  part  of  streetscapes  and  parks  throughout  my  district.  I  was  very 
happy  on  Creek  to  Bay  Day  to  help  celebrate  the  creation  of  the  new  mural  on  Courtland  Creek  at 
Brookdale  &  Courtland.  This  project  covered  a  wall  that  was  often  marked  by  graffiti.  There  is  a  lot 
of  illegal  dumping  here,  too,  so  they  developed  mini-educational  boards  to  educate  the  community 
about  the  wildlife  in  the  creek.  The  mural  includes  native  Buckeye,  Bay  Checker  and  Cabbage 
butterflies  and  a  Western  Pond  Turtle.  The  students  who  did  the  mural  not  only  researched  the 
wildlife  chosen  by  them  to  be  in  the  mural  but  also  went  before  the  city  commissions  necessary  to 
permit  the  mural.  Thanks  to  Jesse  Wheaton,  Byron  Edwards,  Katherin  Cantey,  and  Alberto  Azurdia 
for  their  work.  We  hope  to  replicate  this  student-led  model  in  8  neighborhoods  next  year  as  part  of 
our  focus  on  the  cities  "hot  spot"  strategy  to  fight  violence;  I  am  looking  for  funding  and  volunteer 
mentors  for  the  project.

Dear  Mayor  Quan: 

I  hope  you  are  well;  thank  you  for  the  informative  newsletters  about  all  the  wonderful  things  going  on  in 
Oakland. 

I  moved  into  the  apartments  at  3907  Piedmont  Avenue  last  May.  The  building  of  18  apartments  is  owned  by  a 
family  whose  last  name  is  Rose;  one  of  the  brothers  Mike  Rose  owns  the  popular  Pizza  Pazza.  I  like  old 
buildings  -  this  one  has  high  ceilings,  French  doors  and  gas-boiler  powered  radiators  to  provide  heat  included  in 
the  rent. 

When  I  signed  my  lease,  Stacy  Rose,  one  of  the  owners'  wives  said:  "We  provide  heat,  but  only  part  of  the 
year." 

It  was  May,  and  I  figured  she  meant  the  cold  part  of  the  year.  I  was  wrong. 

When  October  came,  and  the  temperature  dropped  down  to  the  low  60s  inside  the  apartment,  they  still  did  not 
turn  on  the  heat.  The  radiators  remained  ice  cold  and  so  did  the  apartment.  I  started  using  the  gas  oven  to  heat 
the  apartment. 

When  I  contacted  Stacy  Rose  via  email  (I  have  an  electronic  history)  she  played  dumb  and  emailed  "the  heat  is 
on,  it's  just  really  low".  They  repeat  this  lie  to  other  tenants  as  well. 

Last  November,  I  had  PG  &  E  come  out  to  inspect  the  radiator,  to  see  if  it  was  "on."  The  serviceman  confirmed 
that  the  radiator  was  cold  to  the  touch  and  was  not  emitting  any  heat,  no  matter  which  way  the  valve  knob  was 
turned. 

In  case  you're  unfamiliar  with  radiators,  a  radiator  is  powered  by  a  gas  boiler  in  the  basement.  If  the  radiator  is 
"on"  it  is  possible  to  turn  a  knob  on  the  side  and  open  a  valve  so  the  hot  water  comes  into  the  radiator  and 
creates  radiant  heat.  If  this  is  not  happening,  and  the  radiator  is  cold,  it  is  "off." 

I  next  called  Oakland  City  Code  Enforcement  for  help.  When  the  first  inspector  came  out,  Mike  Rose  -  the 
Pizza  Pazza  owner  -  showed  them  an  electric  thermostat  in  the  hallway  and  told  them  "see,  the  heat  works."  The 
inspector  left  and  closed  my  complaint.  The  problem  is  that  this  thermostat  HAS  NOTHING  TO  DO  WITH 
THE  RADIATORS  IN  THE  APARTMENTS.  I  called  back  again,  and  insisted  they  come  out  and  verify  that 
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the  apartments  are  still  very  cold  and  tenants  cannot  turn  on  the  heat  at  their  discretion. 

It  was  only  after  I  got  Code  Enforcement  Department  to  come  out  a  second  time,  that  the  heat  started  coming  on 
regularly.  But  just  twice  a  day  and  at  the  landlord's  discretion.  As  tenants,  we  never  had  the  ability  to  turn  on  the 
radiator  and  make  it  warm  when  we  want,  which  is  what  I  believe  the  law  dictates. 

I  know  Code  Enforcement  is  busy,  but  they  know  that  the  landlords  are  playing  games  and  flouting  the  law  that 
says  they  have  to  provide  gas  heat  and  they  have  been  doing  it  for  years.  (There  are  other  Fire  Code  violations 
in  the  building  as  well  -  and  during  the  blackout  last  night,  there  was  no  backup  safety  lighting  on  in  the 
building.)  For  some  reason,  Code  Enforcement  says  they  are  unable  to  come  out  early  in  the  morning  to  see 
how  cold  it  is;  nor  can  they  come  after  the  sun  goes  down  and  it  gets  very  cold.  I  have  taken  time  off  from  work 
just  to  meet  them. 

I  finally  purchased  an  electric  heater,  but  the  electrical  wiring  is  so  old  here,  and  the  circuit  are  poorly  wired,  so 
I  cannot  run  any  other  appliances  while  the  heater  is  on. 

This  year,  I  don't  know  how  long  it's  going  to  take  for  The  Roses  to  decide  that  the  tenants  who  pay  rent  here  at 
3907  Piedmont  Avenue  need  heat.  But  it  is  October  7, 1  am  in  bed  under  a  down  comforter  and  my  hands  are 
very  cold  as  I  type. 

Mayor  Quan,  can  you  please  help  us?

EAT  REAL  BANNER:  The  Eat  Real  Festival  is  a  growing  and  fun 
event  for  Oakland.

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As  we  go  to  press,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  announced 
today  that  Oakland  received  the  largest  COPS  2  Hiring  Program 
grant  in  the  nation  at  a  press  conference  with  our  Congresswoman 
Barbara  Lee  at  the  Federal  Building.  This  year  Chief  Batts,  his 
staff  and  I  went  to  Washington,  DC,  with  one  purpose:  to  make 
sure  that  we  could  bring  home  funding  for  more  officers  on  the 
street.  We  met  with  Department  of  Justice  and  COPS  officials  to 
ask  for  help  and  to  understand  their  priorities  for  this  grant.

This  COPS  grant  will  allow  us  to  fund  25  officers  for  3  years.  They 
will  primarily  be  assigned  to  areas  around  middle  schools.  They 
will  focus  on  getting  to  know  the  neighborhoods  and  youth  and  on 
keeping  the  streets  safe  and  clear  of  drugs,  gangs,  and  other 
crime.  I  want  to  thank  Congresswoman  Lee,  Chief  Batts  and  COPS 
Director  Bernard  Melekian  for  providing  us  with  additional 
resources  ($10.7  million  over  the  next  3  years)  to  support  our 
police  and  our  community. 

Reducing  and  preventing  violence  is  a  top  priority  for  my 
administration.  The  top  priority  for  the  chief,  department  and 
the  officers  that  I  talked  to  in  over  18  line-ups  is  more  officers.  I 

have  spent  considerable  time  and  effort  on  this  focus.  When  I 
became  Mayor  I  reorganized  the  budget  to  return  10  laid  off  officers 
immediately.  Then  after  the  successful  contract  negotiations  where 
police  began  pension  contributions  and  gave  back  10%  in  pay  like 
other  employees  and  passage  of  the  budget,  we  returned  28  more 
officers  in  August.  This  grant  now  allows  us  to  fund  25  more  for  a 
total  of  63.  To  maintain  this  level  of  staffing  we  will  need  more 
funds  for  police  academies  (about  $4  M  each),  that  is  one  reason  I 
put  Measure  I  on  the  ballot. 

Success  will  require  that  the  City  do  its  part--  providing  our  officers 
with  the  resources  they  need  for  effective,  professional  work; 
engaging  every  Department  in  improving  safety:  and  sending  a 
clear  message  that  Oakland  doesn't  tolerate  violence. 

Stopping  the  violence  also  requires  that  residents,  businesses, 
block  clubs,  neighborhood  councils,  parents,  schools,  community 
organizations  and  all  Oaklanders  do  our  part  as  well.  That's  why 
I'm  personally  involved  in  organizing  this  year's  Neighborhood 
Safety  Summit  to  put  an  end  to  the  unacceptable  level  of  violence 
Oakland  has  been  experiencing.  The  Neighborhood  Safety 
Summit  will  be  held  Saturday,  October  15  at  Laney  College 
Gym  from  8  am  until  1 :30  pm  (see  item  6  below).  Please  register 
now  and  help  us  organize  to  prevent  violence.

3.  City  News 

BUILDING  SERVICES  REFORM:  In  July  the  Grand  Jury  issued  a  report  that  summarized  long 
standing  issues  in  the  Building  Service  Department  including  potential  illegal  actions  by  former 
employees.  It  also  noted  some  improvements  that  the  City  has  put  in  place  since  spring  such  as 
posting  notices  on  property  rather  than  relying  on  mailing  to  owners  listed  on  county  records  and 
work  on  a  centralized  data  system  that  would  make  the  departments  records  and  actions  more 
transparent.  I  asked  City  Administrator  Deana  Santana  to  make  this  a  top  priority.  She  is 
conducting  a  management  review  and  we  are  looking  at  possible  legal  actions  while  an 
investigation  reviews  the  charges.  Council  last  week  started  to  go  over  the  response  to  the  Grand 
Jury.  They  asked  the  City  Administrator  to  come  back  with  further  actions  including  a  ban  on 
prospective  liens,  establishing  a  neutral  hearing  officer  process,  a  hearing  on  the  demolition  of 
properties,  and  a  requirement  that  any  demolition  must  require  the  personal  approval  of  the  City 
Administrator.  They  also  requested  that  a  Building  Services  task  force  be  established;  we  are 
looking  for  volunteers.  The  new  assistant  City  Administrator  Fred  Blackwell  is  expected  to  play  a 
large  role  in  oversight  of  the  Community  Economic  Development  Department. 


SCHOOL  DISTRICT  ANNOUNCES  CLOSURES  OF  SCHOOLS  This  weekend,  OUSD 
Superintendent  Tony  Smith  announced  his  recommendations  for  how  to  maintain  core  educational 
services  with  ever  shrinking  resources.  The  School  District  has  been  severely  hit  by  major  cutbacks 
at  the  state  level. When  I  was  a  School  Board  Member  the  district  reached  a  student  population  of 
over  53,000  students;  now  the  population  is  38,000.  This  is  partly  due  to  fluctuating  demographics, 
the  cost  of  housing,  and  the  large  number  of  charter  schools  approved  during  the  State  takeover. 
His  recommendations  are  available  on  the  OUSD  website. 

The  Superintendent  is  proposing  to  close  Lakeview,  Lazear,  Marshall,  Maxwell  Park,  and  Santa  Fe 
elementary  schools  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  and  to  consolidate  several  small  schools  at  the 
city's  high  school  level.  Two  schools-  Kaiser  and  Burkhalter  elementary  schools  are  slated  to  grow 
to  380  students  by  201 3.  His  recommendations  will  be  discussed  at  a  September  27  meeting 
held  at  the  Oakland  High  School  Theater,  1023  MacArthur  Blvd.  starting  at  5  pm.

COURTLAND  CREEK  MURAL  BEAUTIFIES  AND  EDUCATES:  During  my  time  as  Council 
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Member  I  commissioned  art  as  part  of  streetscapes  and  parks  throughout  my  district.  I  was  very 
happy  on  Creek  to  Bay  Day  to  help  celebrate  the  creation  of  the  new  mural  on  Courtland  Creek  at 
Brookdale  &  Courtland.  This  project  covered  a  wall  that  was  often  marked  by  graffiti.  There  is  a  lot 
of  illegal  dumping  here,  too,  so  they  developed  mini-educational  boards  to  educate  the  community 
about  the  wildlife  in  the  creek.  The  mural  includes  native  Buckeye,  Bay  Checker  and  Cabbage 
butterflies  and  a  Western  Pond  Turtle.  The  students  who  did  the  mural  not  only  researched  the 
wildlife  chosen  by  them  to  be  in  the  mural  but  also  went  before  the  city  commissions  necessary  to 
permit  the  mural.  Thanks  to  Jesse  Wheaton,  Byron  Edwards,  Katherin  Cantey,  and  Alberto  Azurdia 
for  their  work.  We  hope  to  replicate  this  student-led  model  in  8  neighborhoods  next  year  as  part  of 
our  focus  on  the  cities  "hot  spot"  strategy  to  fight  violence;  I  am  looking  for  funding  and  volunteer 
mentors  for  the  project.

I  strongly  condemn  the  brutal  crackdown  on  Occupy  Oakland  protestors,  authorized  by  your  office,  which 
turned  a  peaceful  protest  into  a  war  zone.  You  must  immediately  cite  and  release  the  arrested  protesters,  fire  the 
decision-makers  who  authorized  the  use  of  authoritarian  police  tactics,  allow  the  occupiers  to  immediately 
resume  their  around-the-clock  protest  at  Oscar  Grant  Plaza,  and  remunerate  protestors  for  the  destruction  of 
property  at  the  hands  of  Oakland-area  police  officers. 

In  the  early  hours  of  October  25,  hundreds  of  baton- wielding  officers  assaulted  protesters  and  members  of  the 
media  with  tear  gas  before  arresting  dozens  of  protestors  and  destroying  the  encampment  at  Oscar  Grant  Plaza. 
Some  protestors  report  the  use  of  flash  grenades  and  rubber  bullets  during  the  early  morning  raid  on  the  plaza. 
To  add  insult  to  injury,  instead  of  citing  the  arrested  protestors  and  releasing  them  on  their  own  recognizance, 
police  are  holding  them  in  jail  until  an  October  27th  arraignment,  where  they  will  have  to  pay  a  $10,000  bond  to 
be  released. 

These  harsh  measures  are  completely  out  of  proportion  to  the  peaceful  assembly  at  Oscar  Grant  Plaza.  Ultimate 
responsibility  for  the  heavy-handed  police  response  lies  in  your  hands.  I  urge  you  to  do  the  right  thing  and  allow 
Occupy  Oakland  to  keep  Oscar  Grant  Plaza.

Dear  Cookie, 

This  week's  newsletter  is  delayed  due  to  our  focus  on  the 
recent  events  concerning  Occupy  Oakland. 

We  support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we 
have  high  levels  of  unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of 
foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too.  We  are  a 
progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.  We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  we  all  have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.  We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal 
police  presence  at  the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a 
community  effort  to  improve  communications  and  dialogue  with  the 
demonstrators. 

99%  of  our  officers  stayed  professional  during  difficult  and 
dangerous  circumstances  as  did  some  of  the  demonstrators  who 
dissuaded  other  protestors  from  vandalizing  downtown  and  for 
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helping  to  keep  the  demonstrations  peaceful.  For  the  most  part, 
demonstrations  over  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  peaceful.  We 
hope  they  continue  to  be  so. 

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were 
injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not 
happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and 
I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the 
community  and  acknowledge  what  has  happened.  We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are  committed  to  honoring  their 
free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me 
and  Chief  Jordan.  We  welcome  open  dialogue  with  representatives 
of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and  we  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them  as  soon  as  possible.

Oakland.  We  support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we  have  high  levels  of 
unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of  foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too.  We  are  a 
progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.

We  hope  they  continue  to  be  so. 

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were  injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed 
to  ensuring  this  does  not  happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and  I  will 
personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the  community  and  acknowledge  what 
has  happened.  We  cannot  change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are 
committed  to  honoring  their  free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me  and  Chief  Jordan.  We  welcome  open 
dialogue  with  representatives  of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and  we  are  willing  to  meet  with  them  as 
soon  as  possible.

This  week's  newsletter  is  delayed  due  to  our  focus  on  the 
recent  events  concerning  Occupy  Oakland. 

We  support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we 
have  high  levels  of  unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of 
foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too.  We  are  a 
progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.  We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  we  all  have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.  We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal 
police  presence  at  the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a 
community  effort  to  improve  communications  and  dialogue  with  the 
demonstrators. 

99%  of  our  officers  stayed  professional  during  difficult  and 
dangerous  circumstances  as  did  some  of  the  demonstrators  who 
dissuaded  other  protestors  from  vandalizing  downtown  and  for 
helping  to  keep  the  demonstrations  peaceful.  For  the  most  part, 
demonstrations  over  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  peaceful.  We 
hope  they  continue  to  be  so. 

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were 
injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not 
happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and 
I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the 
community  and  acknowledge  what  has  happened.  We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are  committed  to  honoring  their 
free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me 
and  Chief  Jordan.  We  welcome  open  dialogue  with  representatives 
of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and  we  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them  as  soon  as  possible.

Dear  Dave, 

This  week's  newsletter  is  delayed  due  to  our  focus  on  the  recent  events  concerning  Occupy 
Oakland. 

We    support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we  have  high    levels  of 
unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of  foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too. 
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We  are  a  progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.  We  may  not  always  agree,  but  we  all 
have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank  Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and 
thank  the  city  employees  who  worked  hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can 
continue  including  Occupy  Wall  Street.    We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal  police  presence  at 
the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a  community  effort  to  improve    communications  and 
dialogue  with  the  demonstrators. 

99%  of  our  officers  stayed  professional  during  difficult  and  dangerous  circumstances  as  did 
some  of  the  demonstrators  who  dissuaded  other  protestors  from  vandalizing    downtown  and  for 
helping  to  keep  the  demonstrations  peaceful.  For  the  most  part,  demonstrations  over  the  past 
two  weeks  have  been  peaceful.  We  hope  they  continue    to  be  so. 

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were  injured  last  night,  and  we 
are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not  happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are 
underway  and  I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the  community  and  acknowledge 
what  has  happened.  We  cannot  change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 
Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement. 
We  are  committed  to  honoring  their  free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me  and  Chief  Jordan. 

We  welcome  open  dialogue  with  representatives  of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and    we  are 

willing  to  meet  with  them  as  soon  as  possible.

Intense  crackdown  on  'Occupy  Oakland'  protest 

Police  use  tear  gas  and  concussion  grenades  in  attempt  at  ending  demonstration  in  "one-sided"  eight  hour  street 
fight.

Early  on  Tuesday  morning  in  Oakland,  California,  police  raided  a  protest  encampment  that  had  been  making 
local  news  for  more  than  two  weeks,  by  firing  tear  gas  and  flash-bang  grenades  into  an  area  where  hundreds  had 
been  sleeping. 

The  Occupy  Oakland  protest,  inspired  by  New  York's  Occupy  Wall  Street,  was  opposing  the  government's 
approach  to  dealing  with  a  federal  and  local  austerity  crisis  -  which  came  close  to  closing  numerous  libraries 
and  laying  off  about  500  local  teachers  in  the  past  year.  Five  Oakland  schools  are  scheduled  to  close  down 
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before  the  next  school  year. 


Occupy  Oakland  began  with  a  2,000-or-more  person  rally  on  October  9.  A  group  of  local  labour  unions  quickly 
paid  for  port-o-potties,  and  after  pressure  from  Occupy  Oakland's  twitter  account,  rapper  Lupe  Fiasco  visited  to 
donate  food  and  an  electrical  generator.  A  make-shift  kitchen  and  barbecue  made  food  available  for  free  at  all 
hours  -  donated  by  neighbourhood  supporters  -  and  a  library  was  established  with  a  steadily  increasing  number 
of  books  available  to  anyone.  One  rumour  at  the  camp  was  that  nearby  homeless  shelters  had  directed  people 
without  beds  to  the  encampment  where  they  would  receive  better  services  than  at  the  shelter. 

But  critics  of  the  occupation  noted  a  variety  of  city  law  and  health  code  violations  and  an  apparent  increase  in 
the  plaza's  rodent  population. 


'Police-free  zone' 


One  of  the  first  decisions  made  collectively  by  the  protest  group  was  to  keep  the  camp  space  in  front  of 
Oakland's  city  hall  a  "police-free  zone".  Until  Tuesday  morning,  police  did  not  enter  the  space,  and  barely 
walked  by,  despite  city  claims  that  violence,  including  sexual  assault,  had  occurred  in  the  plaza. 

But  after  a  few  hours  of  tear  gas-fuelled  chaos  resulting  in  the  arrest  of  about  85  protesters,  police  took  over  the 
square  for  the  rest  of  the  day,  and  the  city's  mayor  justified  the  action  in  a  statement:  "Over  the  last  week  it  was 
apparent  that  neither  the  demonstrators  nor  the  city  could  maintain  safe  or  sanitary  conditions,  or  control  the 
ongoing  vandalism."

Activists  quickly  called  for  supporters  to  show  up  at  4pm  a  few  blocks  away  to  plan  a  protest  response.  Early  in 
the  afternoon  rally,  activists  decided  to  attempt  to  take  over  the  plaza  that  had  been  cleared  out  by  police  in  the 
morning.  With  the  encampment  area  in  front  of  Oakland's  city  hall  still  guarded  by  officers,  thousands  of 
protesters  snaked  through  the  city's  streets  toward  the  plaza,  where  demonstrators  were  hit  by  swaths  of  crowd 
control  weaponry. 

"The  crowd  started  throwing  bottles,  paints,  beer,  eggs  at  myself  and  the  other  officers,"  said  Oakland  Interim 
Police  Chief  Howard  Jordan,  defending  his  force's  tactics.  "We  were  in  a  position  where  we  had  to  deploy  gas 
in  order  to  stop  the  crowd  and  people  from  pelting  us  with  bottles  and  rocks." 


But  some  activists  saw  events  unfold  differently. 


"Folks  were  being  really  peaceful  and  just  marching  and  chanting  and  staying  together  in  the  group,"  Lily 
Haskell,  an  Oakland  activist  with  the  Arab  Resource  and  Organising  Center,  told  Al  Jazeera.  She  said  that 
officers  went  on  the  offensive  after  a  few  protesters  threw  what  appeared  to  be  balled  up  paper  at  officers. 
"Police  used  that  as  an  excuse  to  attack  everyone  and  create  an  entirely  unsafe  situation,  but  they  were  clearly 
not  facing  any  harm." 


'Police  brutality' 


One  activist  told  Al  Jazeera  that  her  boyfriend  was  beaten  by  police  and  hospitalised  before  being  jailed  and 
beaten  again.  Asking  only  to  go  by  'Anne',  she  asked  that  her  partner  not  be  named  for  safety  reasons. 
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"They  beat  him...  and  then  they  took  him  to 
another  room  and  they  put  his  head  in  a  toilet, 
put  his  hands  in  a  toilet,  and  threw  him  against  a 


When  he  was  first  arrested  around  6pm  on  Tuesday,  she  said:  "The  police  thought  that  he  was  Latino  and 
started  calling  him  Poncho  and  making  racial  slurs  and  sexual  gestures.  He  said  the  fire  department  people  and 
paramedics  were  doing  this  along  with  the  cops." 

Once  hospitalised,  the  man  filed  a  police  brutality  report,  after  which  the  officer  recording  the  complaint  told 
him  he  would  "go  to  jail  for  assault  or  battery  of  a  police  officer  and  resisting  arrest,"  Anne  said.  He  was  then 
moved  from  the  hospital  to  the  local  county  jail. 

"I  talked  to  him  twice  now  since  he's  been  in  Santa  Rita  [County  Jail]  and  he  said  they  were  basically  torturing 
him  there.  They  beat  him  in  front  of  a  bunch  of  people  including  a  nurse,  and  then  they  took  him  to  another 
room  and  they  put  his  head  in  a  toilet,  put  his  hands  in  a  toilet,  threw  him  against  a  wall."  The  allegations  could 
not  be  independently  verified. 

Besides  his  being  in  a  crowd  of  protesters,  Anne  said  that  her  partner's  arrest  was  completely  unprovoked. 
Dangerous  situation 

Back  in  the  streets,  the  clashes  raged  for  nearly  eight  hours,  with  numerous  reports  of  tear  gas,  flash-bang 
grenades,  rubber  bullets  and  bean  bag  projectiles.  Al  Jazeera  cannot  independently  verify  the  police  use  of  all  of 
these  weapons.  Oakland  Police  Department's  crowd  control  policy  says  that  the  type  of  bean  bags  activists  say 
were  used  on  Tuesday  "shall  not  be  used  for  crowd  management,  crowd  control  or  crowd  dispersal  during 
demonstrations". 

One  video  from  Tuesday  evening,  from  a  local  Fox  news  affiliate,  shows  a  group  of  protesters  being  hit  by  what 
appears  to  be  tear  gas.  As  people  began  to  regroup  and  try  to  carry  away  a  woman  who  appeared  to  have  been 
knocked  unconcsious,  police  fired  a  concussion  grenade  into  the  group.  An  activist  who  was  at  the  scene 
explained  what  happened:  "She  was  already  lying  on  the  ground  bleeding,  and  I  watched  a  flash-bang  grenade 
land  right  next  to  her  head  and  explode  right  next  to  her  face." 


Kristin,  a  protester  and  graduate  student  who  asked  to  be  identified  only  by  her  first  name,  told  Al 
Jazeera  that  the  situation  in  Oakland's  streets  became  increasingly  dangerous. 


Soon  after,  she  said,  "A  group  of  people  were  being  treated  by  medics  for  wounds  inflicted  by  police.  crisis 
It  hadn't  been  long  since  the  last  round  of  tear  gas,  and  then  the  cops  launched  another  round  and  protests 
people  started  running  and  tripping  over  each  other  and  the  people  who  were  getting  treated." 

According  to  Lily  Haskell,  the  protest  that  had  planned  to  create  a  permanent  encampment  in  the  city  centre  has 
now  evolved:  "The  protest,  more  broadly  speaking,  is  about  showing  that  this  is  a  peaceful  movement  of  people 
and  that  we're  not  going  to  tolerate  police  repression  in  our  city." 

Protesters  reportedly  left  the  city  centre  by  about  midnight,  but  Occupy  Oakland  organisers  put  an  online  social 
networking  call  for  further  protests  "tomorrow  at  6pm  for  round  three,  and  four,  and  five,  and  six.  We  will  not 
be  moved." 


"At  one  point,  the  police  cut  all  of  the  city  lights  on  that  intersection  and  then  started  launching  tear 
gas  canisters  and  concussion  grenades  and  shooting  rubber  bullets,"  she  said. 
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As  the  city's  air  clears  of  tear  gas,  unless  police  drastically  change  their  tact,  there  is  reason  to  expect  at  least 
another  heated  night  in  the  city  of  400,000.

I  stand  in  solidarity  with  the  thousands  of  Occupy  protestors  world  wide,  and  especially  with 
the  local  activists  who  have  a  right  to  peacefully  protest.  I  am  outraged  and  saddened  by  the 
City  of  Oakland's  tactics  in  addressing  Occupy  Oakland. 

On  Tuesday,  October  25th  you  allowed  a  pre-dawn  raid  of  the  Occupy  Oakland  camps  at  Oscar 
Grant  Plaza  and  Snow  Park.  That  evening,  you  allowed  police  to  wage  a  violent  and  unwarranted 
attack  on  people  simply  exercising  their  freedom  of  speech  and  right  to  assembly.  The  use  of 
tear  gas,  rubber  bullets,  and  flash  grenades  were  completely  unnecessary.  Your  approach 
against  a  peaceful  assembly  of  civilians,  clearly  protected  by  the  First  Amendment,  only  made 
matters  worse,  and  displayed  for  the  country  the  ignorance,  greed,  and  hunger  for  power  that 
so  often  unfortunately  afflicts  our  elected  representatives—soiling  the  name  of  democracy 
and  creating  conflict  where  we  asked  for  peace. 

Therefore  I  demand  that  you: 

-  Direct  Oakland  Police  to  cease  the  use  of  force  against  peaceful  protestors. 

-  Demand  that  the  Alameda  D.A.  drop  all  charges  against  those  arrested  for  peaceful  protest 
and  release  them  immediately. 

-  Allow  for  the  return  of  peaceful  Occupy  activists  to  City  Hall  Plaza  and  attend  other 
public  rallies,  marches  and  gatherings  without  threat  of  excessive  force. 

This  display  of  blatant  and  unnecessary  violence  goes  against  everything  that  I  believe  our 
wonderful  and  FREE  country  to  stand  for.

Our  democracy 
is  a  system  by  the  people,  for  the  people,  and  cannot  be  supported  by  city  governments  and 
police  officers  who  deem  it  necessary  to  act  with  violence  against  the  very  population  they 
have  taken  an  oath  to  be  working  for. 

What  has  happened  to  humanity?  If  nothing  else,  if  this  appeal  to  restore  America  to  the 
diverse,  progressive  and  democratic  nation  that  it  claims  to  be  on  paper  does  not  stir  your 
interest  or  remind  you  of  your  civic  and  political  duty,  think  of  your  own  family  and 
friends.  If  people  you  personally  knew  and  loved  were  amid  the  Occupy  Oakland  protesters, 
would  you  feel  comfortable  in  making  the  order  to  use  tear  gas  and  fire  rubber  bullets?  Use  a 
little  common  sense;  have  some  compassion. 

The  fact  that  you  have  called  to  attention  your  disregard  for  this  area,  which  is  already 
riddled  with  crime,  unemployment,  and  street  violence,  reinforces  the  very  base  of  Occupy 
Oakland's  credibility  in  their  protest.  This  neighborhood,  so  often  forsaken  by  its  own

I  frequent  many  parts  of  Alameda  County,  including  Oakland,  to  attend  events,  visit  friends, 
and  explore  the  community.  On  this  day,  I  am  both  outraged  that  such  actions  have  been  taken 
against  the  neighborhood  that  I  call  home,  and  ashamed  to  even  call  a  place  that  would  elect 
such  a  leader  home.  You  should  be  ashamed  of  yourself  as  well,  for  you  have  failed  us  as  a 
leader  and  as  a  fellow  human  being.  I  recommend  that  if  you  cannot  properly  step  up  to  the 
duties  that  your  mayoral  office  requires  of  you,  you  should  seriously  consider  stepping  down 
from  your  position  altogether,  so  that  someone  more  capable,  more  responsible,  and  more 
morally  sound  may  take  your  place.

FYI,  "city  trees"  are  ones  selected  for  sidewalk  planting.  The  city 
maintains  a  list  of  trees  that  have  the  least  impact  on  sidewalks  and  a  plan 
that  assigns  one  kind  of  such  trees  to  each  block;  I  forget  the  city 
department.  Blocks  that  are  lined  with  one  kind  of  tree  have  a  "city  tree." 
There's  a  block  of  Randolph  lined  with  liquid  ambers,  a  block  of  Glen  Park 
with  Chinese  pistachios,  and  so  on.  When  these  trees  break  up  the  sidewalk, 
the  city  pays  for  the  repair.  Most  of  Oakland's  blocks  used  to  be  lined  with 
trees,  but,  as  I  recall,  major  diseases  wiped  out  much  of  the  trees. 

You  can,  or,  at  least,  used  to  be  able  to,  plant  your  own  tree  if  the  city 
approves  it  as  being  easy  on  sidewalks.  That's  what  we  did,  choosing  a 
melaluca.

If  the  sidewalk  is  damaged  by  a  "City"  tree,  the  City  pays  for  the  sidewalk 
repairs.  Unfortunately  for  most  homeowners,  the  bulk  of  these  trees  are  not 
the  City's.  In  that  case  the  homeowner  is  responsible  for  sidewalk  repairs. 
Liability  for  injuries  to  pedestrians  is  a  fairly  complicated  set  of  rules, 
dealing  with  "notice",  duty  to  notify,  whether  or  not  a  certain  ordinance 
has  been  passed.,  etc.  On  occasion  the  sidewalk  gets  repaired/replaced  as 
part  of  a  street  renovation.

I  too  support  the  purpose  of  Occupy,  which  is  to  call  attention  to  economic  inequities  in  capitalism  as 
practiced  in  the  U.S.  and  other  nations.  The  rich  are  getting  richer  (and  not  always  by  honest  means) 
and  the  poor  are  getting  poorer.  This  is  the  stuff  revolutions  are  made  of. 

But  I  do  not  support  violence  by  either  the  Occupy  groups  or  by  the  law  enforcement  groups  sent  to 
monitor  the  protesters. 

The  case  in  point  is  the  Iraqi  War  vet  who  was  reported  seriously  injured  the  other  night  by 
percussion  and  shrapnel  from  tear  gas  bombs  tossed  by  the  police.  When  fellow  protesters  pulled 
the  vet  back  from  the  front  lines,  a  policeman  was  caught  on  TV  throwing  a  canister  directly  into  the 
midst  of  a  congregated  half  dozen  or  so  protesters  while  they  were  tending  to  the  wounded  vet.

We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal 
police  presence  at  the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a 
community  effort  to  improve  communications  and  dialogue  with  the 
demonstrators. 

99%  of  our  officers  stayed  professional  during  difficult  and 
dangerous  circumstances  as  did  some  of  the  demonstrators  who 
dissuaded  other  protestors  from  vandalizing  downtown  and  for 
helping  to  keep  the  demonstrations  peaceful.  For  the  most  part, 
demonstrations  over  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  peaceful.  We 
hope  they  continue  to  be  so. 

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were 
injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not 
happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and 
I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the 
community  and  acknowledge  what  has  happened.  We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are  committed  to  honoring  their 
free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me 
and  Chief  Jordan.  We  welcome  open  dialogue  with  representatives 
of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and  we  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them  as  soon  as  possible.

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.  We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal 
police  presence  at  the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a 
community  effort  to  improve  communications  and  dialogue  with  the 
demonstrators. 

99%  of  our  officers  stayed  professional  during  difficult  and 
dangerous  circumstances  as  did  some  of  the  demonstrators  who 
dissuaded  other  protestors  from  vandalizing  downtown  and  for 
helping  to  keep  the  demonstrations  peaceful.  For  the  most  part, 
demonstrations  over  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  peaceful.  We 
hope  they  continue  to  be  so.

We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are  committed  to  honoring  their 
free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me 
and  Chief  Jordan.

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were 
injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not 
happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and 
I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the 
community  and  acknowledge  what  has  happened.  We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are  committed  to  honoring  their 
free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me 
and  Chief  Jordan.  We  welcome  open  dialogue  with  representatives 
of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and  we  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them  as  soon  as  possible.

Since  there  have  been  so  many  layoffs  (see  way  below)  don't  count  on  anyone  but  us  residents 
to  clean  up  these  messes.  There  could  be  clues  in  this  trash  (such  as  addresses  of  homeowners 
on  paper  within  the  trash)  that  one  could  use  to  find  out  who  is  responsible  for  this  mess.  It 
needs  to  be  cleaned  up  immediately  as  otherwise  there  will  be  even  more  trash  in  the  same  area. 
We  know  this  because  my  husband  and  I  maintain  a  "traffic  triangle"  (sunset  bench  and  table) 
up  the  street  from  our  house  (coucilman-at-the-time  Dick  Spees-approved).  Graffiti  and  trash 
needed  to  be  cleaned  up  almost  daily,  but  it  is  much  better  now  since  we  get  on  it  immediately. 
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My  husband  likens  Oakland  now  to  the  Depression  days  when  he  grew  up  in  Montclair  (before 
it  was  called  Montclair).  No  City  services,  and  everyone  watched  out  for  each  other. 
Furthermore,  everyone  kept  a  pistol  (or  at  least  a  club)  by  the  front  door.  Video  surveillance 
and  monitored  alarms  are  nice,  but  the  Oakland  police  will  not  respond  to  any  of  these. 
Smith&Wesson  makes  the  best  security  system  nowadays  for  Montclair  residents.  That  is  our 
new  reality,  and  my  husband  and  I  were  born  and  raised  in  Oakland.

Per  the  well  publicized  theory  of  'Broken  Window"  allowing  graffiti,  illegal  dumping  and 
blight  can  well  lead  to  more  serious  problems 

I  have  recent  experience  with  this  exact  problem  so  I  am  sharing  our  operating  data  on  how  to 
solve  this.  I  hope  that  it  is  useful. 

We  just  relocated  our  custom  framing  company  to  the  'wilds  of  East  Oakland'  from  San 
Francisco,  off  98th,  we  know  illegal  dumping  all  to  well.  I  have  counted  as  many  as  15 
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mattresses  driving  the  street  to  our  new  offices  which  does  not  provide  the  best  "first 
impression".  However,  we  have  found  that  WORKING  WITH  the  various  City  departments 
has  been  effective  on  many  issues  including  dumping  specifically,  blight,  crime  mitigation, 
response  to  crime  events,  lighting,  cameras,  etc. 

We  have  also  had  TWO  major  illegal  drops  (truck  loads)  nearly  at  our  doorstep  in  the  last  two 
weeks.  EACH  time  the  City  came  along  and  cleaned  it  up.  However,  you  do  have  to  call  lit  in 
-  as  they  are  not  telepathic,  and  eyes  and  ears  are  key  to  success. 

I  am  certain  that  if  you  call  the  numbers  below,  they  will  resolve  this  in  a  reasonable  amount  of 
time.  They  will  give  you  a  complaint  number  and  send  you  a  confirming  email  of  the  work 
order  -  and  also  an  automatic  email  when  the  condition  is  corrected 

Here  is  your  solution  -  this  is  from  the  operating  manual  we  are  developing 

Keep  in  mind  that  dumping  on  public  property  is  handled  differently  that  private  (  blight ), 
often  the  result  of  negligent  management  of  foreclosed  properties  by  Banks 

1)  illegal  dumping 

(1)  call  center  615-5566  -  you  can  also  do  this  on  line,  saving  the  City  $$/Staff  time 

(2)  will  come  to  PU  debris  if  contacted 

(3)  enforcement  operations  where  shut  down  5  weeks  ago  (as  far  as  I  know) 

(a)  If  the  responsible  party  can  be  identified  (mail  etc)  citations  may  be  possible 

(b)  unclear  what  can  happen  if  evidence  is  provided  by  citizens 

(4)  paint  -  haz  mat  -  this  will  trigger  involvement  of  the  fire  dept. 

(5)  to  call  in  a  complaint  -  you  need  the  best  possible  address 

Response  time  typically  is  3-5  days 

5.  Blight  complaints:  private  property 

a.  HOT  LINE:  blight  on  property  including  graffiti  -  238-3381 

b.  Please  provide  the  closest  street  address. 

d.  Blight  can  be  a  broken  window,  tires  in  a  yard,  mattress  on  building,  graffiti  -  up  to  the  curb  is 
the  standard  protocol 

e.  they  act  on  the  reports  and  then  refer  as  needed  back  to  DPW 

f.  clean  to  the  curb  is  REQUIRED  by  ordinance- 
note:  extreme  blight  may  also  be  a  tool  that  OPD  can  use  to  resolve  problems  such  as 
suspected  crack  houses,  or  illegal  squatting 

Adopt  a  block 

There  is  also  a  program  called  "Adopt  a  block",  where  citizens  can  come  together  an  garner 
various  levels  of  support  from  the  city  related  to  beautification  programs,  including 
landscaping,  clean  up  etc.  We  are  working  to  execute  something  like  that  in  our  area  in 
partnership  with  the  local  NCPS  and  other  NGOs  that  have  stakes  in  reducing  crime  and 
improving  the  areas  in  East  Oakland  that  have  been  most  adversely  impacted.

The  number  was  a  slight  reduction  from 
last  week's  estimates,  but  as  many  as  12  more  employees  could  be  laid  off  or  bumped  into 
lower  positions  by  year's  end,  Andrea  Gourdine,  Oakland's  director  of  human  resources,  said 
Thursday. 

Deeply  hit  are  workers  responsible  for  cleaning  up  broken  bottles  and  needles  from 
public  parks  as  well  as  tree-cutters  who  keep  the  city  streets  safe  from  overgrowth, 
according  to  Dwight  McElroy,  president  of  the  city's  largest  public  employee  union,  SEIU 
Local  1021. 

The  city's  long-dwindling  Litter  Enforcement  Program,  which  enforced  illegal 
dumping  laws,  is  now  completely  gone,  its  last  two  employees  sent  packing.  One 
of  them,  Quincey  Smith,  said  the  program  launched  in  2002  with  eight  officers 
but  was  steadily  cut  ever  since  then.

I  strongly  condemn  the  brutal  crackdown  on  Occupy  Oakland  protestors,  authorized  by  your  office,  which 
turned  a  peaceful  protest  into  a  war  zone.  You  must  immediately  cite  and  release  the  arrested  protesters,  fire  the 
decision-makers  who  authorized  the  use  of  authoritarian  police  tactics,  allow  the  occupiers  to  immediately 
resume  their  around-the-clock  protest  at  Oscar  Grant  Plaza,  and  remunerate  protestors  for  the  destruction  of 
property  at  the  hands  of  Oakland-area  police  officers. 

In  the  early  hours  of  October  25,  hundreds  of  baton- wielding  officers  assaulted  protesters  and  members  of  the 
media  with  tear  gas  before  arresting  dozens  of  protestors  and  destroying  the  encampment  at  Oscar  Grant  Plaza.

Just  went  on  to  Jean  Quan's  facebook  page...  amazing  to  see  the  power  of  the  internet,  for  better  or  worse,  from  the  informed  and 
uninformed,  regular  folk  and  flaming  anarchists....  At  any  rate,  comments  are  now  nearing  1 1,000...  and  a  very  small  handful  of 
support... 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  how  Quan  handles  this  going  forward.  Her  complete  about  face  regarding  the  plaza  was  a  surprise, 
including  the  removal  of  any  police  (according  to  reports).  She  certainly  looked  exhausted  last  night.. .and  I  wonder  if  the  damage  has 
been  done. 

A  comment  that  caught  my  attention,  maybe  this  will  be  Quan's  approach? 

"You  can't  save  yourself  by  hiding  or  denying  what  happened.  ACTIONS  speak  louder  than  words.  ACT! ! !  Get  some  porta-potties, 
hand-washing  stations  and  dumpsters  out  there.  In  return,  ask  the  protestors  to  arm  themselves  with  brooms  and  spray  cleaner  to  clean 
up  the  area.  The  protestors  in  New  York  were  willing  to  wash  walls,  garbage  cans,  and  sweep.  SAVE  this  situation  by  working 
together  with  the  people..." 

Who  knows,  it  works  pretty  well  at  Burning  Man,  although  that  is  a  somewhat  select  group  of  people,  generally  without  the  chronic 
homeless,  crazies,  and  angry  folk.  On  the  other  hand,  if  it  gets  rank  enough,  people  will  eventually  leave  of  their  own  accord....  again, 
what  I  saw  as  I  drove  by  the  other  day,  was  a  relatively  contained  encampment  -  and  if  you  look  at  the  videos  of  the  march  Tuesday, 
the  great  majority  were  a  lot  of  regular  folk  of  all  kinds  -  and  I'm  pretty  convinced  -  a  very  small  number  who  just  had  to  push  the 
envelope.,  until  all  hell  broke  loose. 

Anyway  I  also  found  several  long  citations  particularly  interesting  -  and  informative  (assuming  they  have  been  correctly 
transcribed)...  it's  good  to  know  that  at  least  in  theory,  this  is  policy. 

"The  above  link  (missing)  is  the  Oakland  PD  official  policy  on  Crowd  Control  and  Crowd  Management.  The  mayor  may  enjoy 
familiarizing  herself  with  this  document.  Here  are  some  bullet  points: 

The  Oakland  Police  Department  crowd  management  and  crowd  control  policy  is  to 

•  apply  the  appropriate  level  of  direction  and  control  to  protect  life,  property,  and  vital  facilities; 

•  maintain  public  peace  and  order;  and 

•  uphold  constitutional  rights  of  free  speech  and  assembly  while  relying  on  the  minimum  use  of  physical  force  and  authority  required 
to  address  a  crowd  management  or 

crowd  control  issue. 

In  the  event  of  a  declared  unlawful  assembly,  it  is  the  general  policy  of  the  OPD  to  use  multiple  simultaneous  arrests  to  deal  with  a 
non-violent  demonstration  that  fails  to  disperse  and  voluntarily  submits  to  arrest  as  a  form  of  political  protest  *RATHER  THAN 
DISPERSING  THE  DEMONSTRATORS  BY  USING  WEAPONS  OR  FORCE  BEYOND  THAT  NECESSARY  TO  MAKE  THE 
ARRESTS* 

The  Incident  Commander  shall  consider  and  take  reasonable  and  appropriate  steps  to  ensure  the  safety  of  bystanders. 

The  definition  of  an  unlawful  assembly  has  been  set  forth  in  Penal  Code  Section  407  and  interpreted  by  court  decisions.  The  terms, 
"boisterous"  and  "tumultuous,"  as  written  in  Penal  Code  Section  407,  have  been  interpreted  as  "conduct  that  poses  a  clear  and  present 
danger  of  imminent  violence"  (how  is  marching  and  chanting  posing  a  clear  and  present  danger  of  imminent  violence?) 

The  mere  failure  to  obtain  a  permit,  such  as  a  parade  permit  or  sound  permit,  is  not  a  sufficient  basis  to  declare  an  unlawful  assembly. 
There  must  be  criminal  activity  or  a  clear  and  present  danger  of  imminent  violence." 


"Now,  I'd  like  to  share  what  the  Oakland  PD's  policy  for  Weapons  Prohibited  for  Crowd  Control  and  Crowd  Dispersal  Purposes: 


And 
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A.  Lethal  Force 

The  use  of  lethal  force  by  OPD  members  is  governed  by  the  Department's  Use  of  Force  Policy.  Nothing  about  a  crowd  control 
situation  eliminates  or  changes  any  of  the  constraints  and  criteria  governing  the  use  of  lethal  force  in  the  Department's  Use  of  Force 
Policy. 

B.  Canines 

Canines  shall  not  be  used  for  crowd  control,  crowd  containment,  or  crowd  dispersal. 

C.  Horses 

Horses  shall  be  used  only  for  purposes  of  crowd  control  in  the  event  of  a  riot  involving  substantial  numbers  of  people  actively  engaged 
in  violence  or  serious  property  destruction.  Horses  shall  never  be  used  to  disperse  non- violent  crowds,  including  persons  who  are 
seated  or  lying  down.  Horses  may  be  used  for  crowd  management  during  festivals  and  sporting  events. 

D.  Fire  Hoses  Fire  hoses  shall  not  be  used  for  crowd  control,  crowd  containment,  or  crowd  dispersal. 

E.  Motorcycles 

The  technique  referred  to  as  the  Basic  Use  of  Motorcycle  Push  Technique  (B.U.M.P.)  outlined  in  Special  Order  No.  7088  is  prohibited 
(See  Special  Order  No.  8135  prohibiting  said  technique  enacted  April  5  2004.).  Motorcycles  and  police  vehicles  may  not  be  used  for 
crowd  dispersal  but  may  be  used  for  purposes  of  observation,  visible  deterrence,  traffic  control,  transportation,  and  area  control  during 
a  crowd  event. 

F.  Specialty  Impact  Less-Lethal  Weapons 

1.  Skip  Fired  Specialty  Impact  Less-Lethal  Munitions  (Wooden  Dowels  and  Stinger  Grenades)  are  prohibited. 

a.  Any  and  all  less-lethal  specialty  impact  weapons  designed  to  be  skip  fired  or  otherwise  deployed  in  a  non-directional  non-target 
specific  manner,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  Multiple  Wood  Baton  Shell  (264W)  manufactured  by  Armor  Holdings,  Inc.  shall  not 
be  used  at  all  by  OPD  during  demonstrations  or  crowd  events  (See  Special  Order  No.  8135  prohibiting  indirect  fired  less-lethal 
munitions  and  withdrawing  said  ammunition,  enacted  April  5,  2004.). 

b.  The  use  of  the  Stinger  Grenade  containing  rubber  pellets  designed  to  be  deployed  in  a  non-directional  non-target  specific  manner  is 
also  prohibited  for  all  crowd  control  use. 

2.  Uses  of  Direct  Fired  Specialty  Impact  Less-Lethal  Munitions  (SIM).  Direct  Fired  SIM  are  less-lethal  specialty  impact  weapons  that 
are  designed  to  be  direct  fired  at  a  specific  target,  including  but  not  limited  to  flexible  batons  ("bean  bags"),  and  shall  not  be  used  for 
crowd  management,  crowd  control  or  crowd  dispersal  during  demonstrations  or  crowd  events.  Direct  Fired  SIM  may  never  be  used 
indiscriminately  against  a  crowd  or  group  of  persons  even  if  some  members  of  the  crowd  or  group  are  violent  or  disruptive. 

a.  Direct  Fired  SIM  may  be  used  against  a  specific  individual  who  is  engaging  in  conduct  that  poses  an  immediate  threat  of  loss  of  life 
or  serious  bodily  injury  to  himself  or  herself,  officers,  or  the  general  public  or  who  is  engaging  in  substantial  destruction  of  property 
which  creates  an  imminent  risk  to  the  lives  or  safety  of  other  persons.  In  such  instances,  Direct  Fired  SIM  shall  be  used  only  when 
other  means  of  arrest  are  unsafe  and  when  the  individual  can  be  targeted  without  endangering  other  crowd  members  or  bystanders 
(See  Special  Order  No.  8135  enacted  April  15,  2004.). 

b.  The  use  of  Direct  Fired  SIM  must  cease  when  the  violent  or  destructive  actions  cease.  These  weapons  must  not  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  apprehension  or  to  otherwise  prevent  escape  unless  escape  would  present  a  substantial  risk  of  continued  imminent  threat  to 
loss  of  life  or  serious  bodily  injury. 

c.  Members  shall  only  deploy  Direct  Fired  SIM  during  a  demonstration  or  crowd  even  under  the  direction  of  a  supervisor.  Oakland 
Police  Department,  28  Oct  0517 

d.  When  circumstances  permit,  the  supervisor  on  the  scene  shall  make  an  attempt  to  accomplish  the  policing  goal  without  the  use  of 
Direct  Fired  SIM  as  described  above,  and,  if  practical,  an  audible  warning  shall  be  given  to  the  subject  before  deployment  of  the 
weapon. 

e.  Any  person  struck  by  a  round  shall  be  transported  to  a  hospital  for  observation  and  any  necessary  treatment.  Ambulance  service,  if 
required,  shall  be  ordered  per  General  Order  1-4.  First  aid,  when  necessary,  shall  be  administered  per  Training  Bulletin  III-K. 

f.  No  member  shall  use  Direct  Fired  SIM  without  formal  training. 

g.  Direct  Fired  SIM  shall  not  be  used  against  a  person  who  is  under  restraint. 

h.  Members  shall  not  discharge  a  Direct  Fired  SIM  at  a  person's  head,  neck,  throat,  face,  left  armpit,  spine,  kidneys,  or  groin  unless 
deadly  force  would  be  justified. 

G.  Electronic  Immobilizing  Devices  (EID's) 

EID's  such  as  tasers,  stun  guns,  and  stun  shields  shall  not  be  used  for  crowd  management,  crowd  control,  or  crowd  dispersal  during 
demonstrations  or  crowd  events. 

H.  Aerosol  Hand-held  Chemical  Agents 

Aerosol,  hand-held,  pressurized,  containerized  chemical  agents  that  emit  a  stream  shall  not  be  used  for  crowd  management,  crowd 
control,  or  crowd  dispersal  during  demonstrations  or  crowd  events.  Aerosol  hand  held  chemical  agents  may  not  be  used 
indiscriminately  against  a  crowd  or  group  of  persons,  but  only  against  specific  individuals  who  are  engaged  in  specific  acts  of  serious 
unlawful  conduct  or  who  are  actively  resisting  arrest.  Members  shall  use  the  minimum  amount  of  the  chemical  agent  necessary  to 
overcome  the  subject's  resistance.  Officers  must  be  familiar  with  OPD  Training  Bulletin  V-F.2,  "Use  of  Oleoresin  Capsicum,"  and, 
specifically,  the  risk  factors  associated  with  aerosol  chemical  agents  and  the  treatment  for  individuals  subjected  to  them.  Aerosol 
chemical  agents  shall  not  be  used  in  a  demonstration  or  crowd  situation  or  other  civil  disorders  without  the  approval  of  a  supervisor  or 
command  officer.  When  possible,  persons  should  be  removed  quickly  from  any  area  where  hand-held  chemical  agents  have  been 
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used.  Members  shall  monitor  the  subject  and  pay  particular  attention  to  the  subject's  ability  to  breathe  following  the  application  of 
OC.  As  soon  as  practical,  members  and  employees  shall  obtain  professional  medical  treatment  for  all  persons  who  have  had  OC 
applied  to  them.  Paramedics  in  the  field  may  administer  treatment  if  no  other  medical  treatment  is  required.  If  paramedics  are  not 
available  in  a  timely  manner,  subjects  shall  be  transported  to  a  hospital  for  treatment  within  45  minutes  of  the  application  of  OC.  A 
subject  who  has  been  sprayed  with  hand-held  chemical  agents  shall  not  be  left  lying  on  his/her  stomach  once  handcuffed  or  restrained 
with  any  other  device.

Please  hold  the  demonstrators  accountable  to  staying  on  point  when  you  meet  with  them.  This  shouldn't  be  about 
demonstrators  vs.  law  enforcement.  Otherwise,  they  are  just  another  random  band  of  marauders  who  have  a  great 
excuse  to  demonstrate  for  personal,  often  eccentric  causes.

This  week's  newsletter  is  delayed  due  to  our  focus  on  the 
recent  events  concerning  Occupy  Oakland. 


We  support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we 
have  high  levels  of  unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of 
foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too.  We  are  a 
progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.  We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  we  all  have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.  We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal 
police  presence  at  the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a 
community  effort  to  improve  communications  and  dialogue  with  the 
demonstrators. 

99%  of  our  officers  stayed  professional  during  difficult  and 
dangerous  circumstances  as  did  some  of  the  demonstrators  who 
dissuaded  other  protestors  from  vandalizing  downtown  and  for 
helping  to  keep  the  demonstrations  peaceful.  For  the  most  part, 
demonstrations  over  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  peaceful.  We 
hope  they  continue  to  be  so. 

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were 
injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not 
happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and 
I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the 
community  and  acknowledge  what  has  happened.  We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are  committed  to  honoring  their 
free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me 
and  Chief  Jordan.  We  welcome  open  dialogue  with  representatives 
of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and  we  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them  as  soon  as  possible.

This  week's  newsletter  is  delayed  due  to  our  focus  on  the 
recent  events  concerning  Occupy  Oakland. 


We  support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we 
have  high  levels  of  unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of 
foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too.  We  are  a 
progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.  We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  we  all  have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.

"We  Can't  Wait",  the  President  highlighted  executive  actions  that  the  Administration  will  take  to 
help  homeowners  pay  their  mortgages,  help  veterans  find  jobs,  and  help  college  graduates 
pay  their  student  loans.  The  President  will  continue  to  pressure  Congressional  Republicans  to 
put  country  before  party  and  pass  the  American  Jobs  Act,  but  he  believes  we  cannot  wait,  so 
he  will  act  where  they  won't. 

On  Monday,  the  President  announced  that  the  Federal  Housing  Finance  Agency  is  expanding 
eligibility  for  the  Home  Affordable  Refinancing  Program.  The  changes  will  help  responsible 
borrowers  with  little  to  no  equity  in  their  homes  take  advantage  of  today's  historically  low 
interest  rates  to  refinance  their  mortgages.  These  new  steps  will  save  underwater  homeowners 
thousands  of  dollars  each  year,  and  they  didn't  take  an  act  of  Congress.

•  City  offices  around  Frank  Ogawa  Plaza  are  open  for  normal  business  hours. 

•  There  is  no  indication  at  this  time  that  this  is  related,  but  the  City  has  learned  of  a  potential  threat  to  its 
digital  operations  including  Internet,  Intranet  and  email.  The  Oakland  Police  Department  and 
Department  of  Information  Technology  (DIT)  have  been  alerted.  DIT  staff  members  are  taking  steps  to 
ensure  the  City's  online  security  is  maintained.

This  week's  newsletter  is  delayed  due  to  our  focus  on  the 
recent  events  concerning  Occupy  Oakland. 


We  support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we 
have  high  levels  of  unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of 
foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too.  We  are  a 
progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.  We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  we  all  have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.  We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal 
police  presence  at  the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a 
community  effort  to  improve  communications  and  dialogue  with  the 
demonstrators. 

99%  of  our  officers  stayed  professional  during  difficult  and 
dangerous  circumstances  as  did  some  of  the  demonstrators  who 
dissuaded  other  protestors  from  vandalizing  downtown  and  for 
helping  to  keep  the  demonstrations  peaceful.  For  the  most  part, 
demonstrations  over  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  peaceful.  We 
hope  they  continue  to  be  so. 

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were 
injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not 
happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and 
I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the 
community  and  acknowledge  what  has  happened.  We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are  committed  to  honoring  their 
free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me 
and  Chief  Jordan.  We  welcome  open  dialogue  with  representatives 
of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and  we  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them  as  soon  as  possible.

Just  went  on  to  Jean  Quan's  facebook  page...  amazing  to  see  the  power  of  the  internet,  for  better  or  worse,  from  the  informed  and 
uninformed,  regular  folk  and  flaming  anarchists....  At  any  rate,  comments  are  now  nearing  1 1,000...  and  a  very  small  handful  of 
support... 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  how  Quan  handles  this  going  forward.  Her  complete  about  face  regarding  the  plaza  was  a  surprise, 
including  the  removal  of  any  police  (according  to  reports).  She  certainly  looked  exhausted  last  night.. .and  I  wonder  if  the  damage  has 
been  done. 

A  comment  that  caught  my  attention,  maybe  this  will  be  Quan's  approach? 

"You  can't  save  yourself  by  hiding  or  denying  what  happened.  ACTIONS  speak  louder  than  words.  ACT! ! !  Get  some  porta-potties, 
hand-washing  stations  and  dumpsters  out  there.  In  return,  ask  the  protestors  to  arm  themselves  with  brooms  and  spray  cleaner  to  clean 
up  the  area.  The  protestors  in  New  York  were  willing  to  wash  walls,  garbage  cans,  and  sweep.  SAVE  this  situation  by  working 
together  with  the  people..." 

Who  knows,  it  works  pretty  well  at  Burning  Man,  although  that  is  a  somewhat  select  group  of  people,  generally  without  the  chronic 
homeless,  crazies,  and  angry  folk.  On  the  other  hand,  if  it  gets  rank  enough,  people  will  eventually  leave  of  their  own  accord....  again, 
what  I  saw  as  I  drove  by  the  other  day,  was  a  relatively  contained  encampment  -  and  if  you  look  at  the  videos  of  the  march  Tuesday, 
the  great  majority  were  a  lot  of  regular  folk  of  all  kinds  -  and  I'm  pretty  convinced  -  a  very  small  number  who  just  had  to  push  the 
envelope.,  until  all  hell  broke  loose. 

Anyway  I  also  found  several  long  citations  particularly  interesting  -  and  informative  (assuming  they  have  been  correctly 
transcribed)...  it's  good  to  know  that  at  least  in  theory,  this  is  policy. 

"The  above  link  (missing)  is  the  Oakland  PD  official  policy  on  Crowd  Control  and  Crowd  Management.  The  mayor  may  enjoy 
familiarizing  herself  with  this  document.  Here  are  some  bullet  points: 

The  Oakland  Police  Department  crowd  management  and  crowd  control  policy  is  to 

•  apply  the  appropriate  level  of  direction  and  control  to  protect  life,  property,  and  vital  facilities; 

•  maintain  public  peace  and  order;  and 

•  uphold  constitutional  rights  of  free  speech  and  assembly  while  relying  on  the  minimum  use  of  physical  force  and  authority  required 
to  address  a  crowd  management  or 

crowd  control  issue. 

In  the  event  of  a  declared  unlawful  assembly,  it  is  the  general  policy  of  the  OPD  to  use  multiple  simultaneous  arrests  to  deal  with  a 
non-violent  demonstration  that  fails  to  disperse  and  voluntarily  submits  to  arrest  as  a  form  of  political  protest  *RATHER  THAN 


DISPERSING  THE  DEMONSTRATORS  BY  USING  WEAPONS  OR  FORCE  BEYOND  THAT  NECESSARY  TO  MAKE  THE 
ARRESTS* 


The  Incident  Commander  shall  consider  and  take  reasonable  and  appropriate  steps  to  ensure  the  safety  of  bystanders. 
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The  definition  of  an  unlawful  assembly  has  been  set  forth  in  Penal  Code  Section  407  and  interpreted  by  court  decisions.  The  terms, 
"boisterous"  and  "tumultuous,"  as  written  in  Penal  Code  Section  407,  have  been  interpreted  as  "conduct  that  poses  a  clear  and  present 
danger  of  imminent  violence"  (how  is  marching  and  chanting  posing  a  clear  and  present  danger  of  imminent  violence?) 

The  mere  failure  to  obtain  a  permit,  such  as  a  parade  permit  or  sound  permit,  is  not  a  sufficient  basis  to  declare  an  unlawful  assembly. 
There  must  be  criminal  activity  or  a  clear  and  present  danger  of  imminent  violence." 

And 

"Now,  I'd  like  to  share  what  the  Oakland  PD's  policy  for  Weapons  Prohibited  for  Crowd  Control  and  Crowd  Dispersal  Purposes: 

A.  Lethal  Force 

The  use  of  lethal  force  by  OPD  members  is  governed  by  the  Department's  Use  of  Force  Policy.  Nothing  about  a  crowd  control 
situation  eliminates  or  changes  any  of  the  constraints  and  criteria  governing  the  use  of  lethal  force  in  the  Department's  Use  of  Force 
Policy. 

B.  Canines 

Canines  shall  not  be  used  for  crowd  control,  crowd  containment,  or  crowd  dispersal. 

C.  Horses 

Horses  shall  be  used  only  for  purposes  of  crowd  control  in  the  event  of  a  riot  involving  substantial  numbers  of  people  actively  engaged 
in  violence  or  serious  property  destruction.  Horses  shall  never  be  used  to  disperse  non- violent  crowds,  including  persons  who  are 
seated  or  lying  down.  Horses  may  be  used  for  crowd  management  during  festivals  and  sporting  events. 

D.  Fire  Hoses  Fire  hoses  shall  not  be  used  for  crowd  control,  crowd  containment,  or  crowd  dispersal. 

E.  Motorcycles 

The  technique  referred  to  as  the  Basic  Use  of  Motorcycle  Push  Technique  (B.U.M.P.)  outlined  in  Special  Order  No.  7088  is  prohibited 
(See  Special  Order  No.  8135  prohibiting  said  technique  enacted  April  5  2004.).  Motorcycles  and  police  vehicles  may  not  be  used  for 
crowd  dispersal  but  may  be  used  for  purposes  of  observation,  visible  deterrence,  traffic  control,  transportation,  and  area  control  during 
a  crowd  event. 

F.  Specialty  Impact  Less-Lethal  Weapons 

1.  Skip  Fired  Specialty  Impact  Less-Lethal  Munitions  (Wooden  Dowels  and  Stinger  Grenades)  are  prohibited. 

a.  Any  and  all  less-lethal  specialty  impact  weapons  designed  to  be  skip  fired  or  otherwise  deployed  in  a  non-directional  non-target 
specific  manner,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  Multiple  Wood  Baton  Shell  (264W)  manufactured  by  Armor  Holdings,  Inc.  shall  not 
be  used  at  all  by  OPD  during  demonstrations  or  crowd  events  (See  Special  Order  No.  8135  prohibiting  indirect  fired  less-lethal 
munitions  and  withdrawing  said  ammunition,  enacted  April  5,  2004.). 

b.  The  use  of  the  Stinger  Grenade  containing  rubber  pellets  designed  to  be  deployed  in  a  non-directional  non-target  specific  manner  is 
also  prohibited  for  all  crowd  control  use. 

2.  Uses  of  Direct  Fired  Specialty  Impact  Less-Lethal  Munitions  (SIM).  Direct  Fired  SIM  are  less-lethal  specialty  impact  weapons  that 
are  designed  to  be  direct  fired  at  a  specific  target,  including  but  not  limited  to  flexible  batons  ("bean  bags"),  and  shall  not  be  used  for 
crowd  management,  crowd  control  or  crowd  dispersal  during  demonstrations  or  crowd  events.  Direct  Fired  SIM  may  never  be  used 
indiscriminately  against  a  crowd  or  group  of  persons  even  if  some  members  of  the  crowd  or  group  are  violent  or  disruptive. 

a.  Direct  Fired  SIM  may  be  used  against  a  specific  individual  who  is  engaging  in  conduct  that  poses  an  immediate  threat  of  loss  of  life 
or  serious  bodily  injury  to  himself  or  herself,  officers,  or  the  general  public  or  who  is  engaging  in  substantial  destruction  of  property 
which  creates  an  imminent  risk  to  the  lives  or  safety  of  other  persons.  In  such  instances,  Direct  Fired  SIM  shall  be  used  only  when 
other  means  of  arrest  are  unsafe  and  when  the  individual  can  be  targeted  without  endangering  other  crowd  members  or  bystanders 
(See  Special  Order  No.  8135  enacted  April  15,  2004.). 

b.  The  use  of  Direct  Fired  SIM  must  cease  when  the  violent  or  destructive  actions  cease.  These  weapons  must  not  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  apprehension  or  to  otherwise  prevent  escape  unless  escape  would  present  a  substantial  risk  of  continued  imminent  threat  to 
loss  of  life  or  serious  bodily  injury. 

c.  Members  shall  only  deploy  Direct  Fired  SIM  during  a  demonstration  or  crowd  even  under  the  direction  of  a  supervisor.  Oakland 
Police  Department,  28  Oct  0517 

d.  When  circumstances  permit,  the  supervisor  on  the  scene  shall  make  an  attempt  to  accomplish  the  policing  goal  without  the  use  of 
Direct  Fired  SIM  as  described  above,  and,  if  practical,  an  audible  warning  shall  be  given  to  the  subject  before  deployment  of  the 
weapon. 

e.  Any  person  struck  by  a  round  shall  be  transported  to  a  hospital  for  observation  and  any  necessary  treatment.  Ambulance  service,  if 
required,  shall  be  ordered  per  General  Order  1-4.  First  aid,  when  necessary,  shall  be  administered  per  Training  Bulletin  III-K. 

f.  No  member  shall  use  Direct  Fired  SIM  without  formal  training. 

g.  Direct  Fired  SIM  shall  not  be  used  against  a  person  who  is  under  restraint. 

h.  Members  shall  not  discharge  a  Direct  Fired  SIM  at  a  person's  head,  neck,  throat,  face,  left  armpit,  spine,  kidneys,  or  groin  unless 
deadly  force  would  be  justified. 
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G.  Electronic  Immobilizing  Devices  (EID's) 

EID's  such  as  tasers,  stun  guns,  and  stun  shields  shall  not  be  used  for  crowd  management,  crowd  control,  or  crowd  dispersal  during 
demonstrations  or  crowd  events. 

H.  Aerosol  Hand-held  Chemical  Agents 

Aerosol,  hand-held,  pressurized,  containerized  chemical  agents  that  emit  a  stream  shall  not  be  used  for  crowd  management,  crowd 
control,  or  crowd  dispersal  during  demonstrations  or  crowd  events.  Aerosol  hand  held  chemical  agents  may  not  be  used 
indiscriminately  against  a  crowd  or  group  of  persons,  but  only  against  specific  individuals  who  are  engaged  in  specific  acts  of  serious 
unlawful  conduct  or  who  are  actively  resisting  arrest.  Members  shall  use  the  minimum  amount  of  the  chemical  agent  necessary  to 
overcome  the  subject's  resistance.  Officers  must  be  familiar  with  OPD  Training  Bulletin  V-F.2,  "Use  of  Oleoresin  Capsicum,"  and, 
specifically,  the  risk  factors  associated  with  aerosol  chemical  agents  and  the  treatment  for  individuals  subjected  to  them.  Aerosol 
chemical  agents  shall  not  be  used  in  a  demonstration  or  crowd  situation  or  other  civil  disorders  without  the  approval  of  a  supervisor  or 
command  officer.  When  possible,  persons  should  be  removed  quickly  from  any  area  where  hand-held  chemical  agents  have  been 
used.  Members  shall  monitor  the  subject  and  pay  particular  attention  to  the  subject's  ability  to  breathe  following  the  application  of 
OC.  As  soon  as  practical,  members  and  employees  shall  obtain  professional  medical  treatment  for  all  persons  who  have  had  OC 
applied  to  them.  Paramedics  in  the  field  may  administer  treatment  if  no  other  medical  treatment  is  required.  If  paramedics  are  not 
available  in  a  timely  manner,  subjects  shall  be  transported  to  a  hospital  for  treatment  within  45  minutes  of  the  application  of  OC.  A 
subject  who  has  been  sprayed  with  hand-held  chemical  agents  shall  not  be  left  lying  on  his/her  stomach  once  handcuffed  or  restrained 
with  any  other  device.

Hi  Jean, 

Jack  Radey  here.  I  have  been  defending  you  on  various  websites,  all  denouncing  you  for  ordering  the  cops  in 
on  the  Occupy  Oakland  folks.

The  Sheriffs,  as  you  well  know,  are  a  similar  (but  better  armed) 
gang.  I'm  sure  you  have  examined  the  film  of  the  Scott  Olsen  shooting.  Several  things  are  clear  to  me  from 
repeatedly  watching  them. 

I  know  you  are  an  old  street  fighter,  and  are  familiar  with  the  tactics  and  technology  used  by  the  police.  There 
are  essentially  three  ways  to  deploy  gas.  It  can  be  sprayed  from  a  pepperfogger,  or  gas  sprayer,  from  a  manpack 
or  a  vehicle  (helicopter  in  one  famous  incident,  remember?).  It  can  be  hand  thrown,  or  rolled  on  the  ground. 
When  thrown  it  is  usually  thrown  in  an  upward  arc  for  distance,  and  can  land  on  someone,  but  that  is  not  the 
aim.  It  can  also  be  shot,  either  from  a  weapon  (used  to  call  them  gas  guns  back  in  the  '30s)  like  a  grenade 
launcher,  or  from  a  special  tube  mounted  on  the  barrel  of  another  weapon  (like  the  Sheriffs  carried  submachine 
guns  onto  the  Berkeley  campus  during  the  occupation  of  Wheeler  Aud  a  few  years  back,  with  a  tube  mounted 
on  the  SMGs  to  fire  gas  grenades,  rubber  bullets,  dowel  rounds,  or  other  nasties),  or  on  a  grenade  launcher 
adapter  mounted  on  the  muzzle  of  a  shotgun.  This  delivers  the  grenade,  itself  a  fairly  heavy  metal  object,  kind 
of  equivalent  to  a  can  of  Foster's  beer,  but  more  solid,  at  a  fairly  high  muzzle  velocity  (certainly  a  lot  harder 
than  it  can  be  thrown). 

Scott  Olsen  is  seen  in  the  film  lying  about  15  feet  from  the  police  barricade.  This  strongly  suggests  to  me  he 
was  shot  in  the  face  with  the  grenade.  Jean,  that  is  attempted  murder,  plain  and  simple.  Protocol  for  deploying 
gas  grenades  is  to  fire  them  at  the  ground,  and  let  the  gas  do  the  work,  not  the  grenade.  From  15  feet  if  fired 
directly  at  someone's  head,  they  can  be  deadly.  If  there  is  any  doubt  about  the  police  intentions,  they  are  made 
clear  when  six  people  go  to  Scott's  body  to  help  him.  They  are  not  charging  the  police  barricade,  they  are 
mostly  on  their  knees  around  the  body,  and  all  are  looking  down  at  it.  A  cop  then  lobs  a  flash/bang  grenade  (a 
small  explosive)  directly  into  the  group.  It  appears  to  detonate  on  or  next  to  Scott's  body. 

The  cop  responsible  should  be  arrested  and  charged  with  attempted  murder.  If  Scott  dies  (I  hear  he  is  in  stable 
condition  today,  from  critical  yesterday,  but  that  just  means  he  is  not  getting  worse),  the  charge  should  be 
second  degree  murder. 

I  don't  think  you  ordered,  planned,  or  approved  what  happened.  You  MUST  disassociate  yourself  from  the 
mealy  mouthed  rubbish  city  spokespeople  are  putting  out  about  it  being  the  demonstrator's  fault,  the  cops  only 
threw  gas  in  reaction  to  being  attacked,  it  was  to  clean  up  rats,  drugs,  unsanitary  conditions.  We  know  there  are 
plenty  of  rats,  drugs,  rapes  and  unsanitary  conditions  in  Oakland,  and  every  other  city.

This  week's  newsletter  is  delayed  due  to  our  focus  on  the 
recent  events  concerning  Occupy  Oakland. 


We  support  the  goals  of  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  movement:  we 
have  high  levels  of  unemployment  and  we  have  high  levels  of 
foreclosure  that  makes  Oakland  part  of  the  99%  too.  We  are  a 
progressive  city  and  tolerant  of  many  opinions.  We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  we  all  have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.  We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal 
police  presence  at  the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a 
community  effort  to  improve  communications  and  dialogue  with  the 
demonstrators.

I  want  to  express  our  deepest  concern  for  all  of  those  who  were 
injured  last  night,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  this  does  not 
happen  again.  Investigations  of  certain  incidents  are  underway  and 
I  will  personally  monitor  them. 

We  understand  and  recognize  the  impact  this  event  has  had  on  the 
community  and  acknowledge  what  has  happened.  We  cannot 
change  the  past,  but  we  are  committed  to  doing  better. 

Most  of  us  are  part  of  the  99%,  and  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement.  We  are  committed  to  honoring  their 
free  speech  right. 

Finally,  we  understand  the  demonstrators  want  to  meet  with  me 
and  Chief  Jordan.  We  welcome  open  dialogue  with  representatives 
of  Occupy  Wall  Street  members,  and  we  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them  as  soon  as  possible.

As  a  neighbor  of  Oakland  (in  SF),  an  associate  member  of  Veterans  For  Peace,  a  social  worker,  a  life-long 
peace  and  human  rights  activist,  and  human  being,  I  deplore  the  massive  assault  on  Occupy  Oakland  that  took 
place  by  a  huge  band  of  law  enforcement  officers  this  week.

We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  we  all  have  a  right  to  be  heard. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  the  peaceful  demonstration  at  Frank 
Ogawa  Park  tonight,  and  thank  the  city  employees  who  worked 
hard  to  clean  up  the  plaza  so  that  all  activities  can  continue 
including  Occupy  Wall  Street.  We  have  decided  to  have  a  minimal 
police  presence  at  the  plaza  for  the  short  term  and  build  a 
community  effort  to  improve  communications  and  dialogue  with  the 
demonstrators.

I  must  say  however,  that  we  are  working  under  duress  here  at  the  Plaza.  Coming  to  work  being  greeted  by  barricades 
and  police  in  riot  gear  is  not  a  good  work  environment.  It's  become  increasingly  difficult  to  sleep  not  knowing  what  will 
greet  me  in  the  morning  on  my  way  to  work.  After  the  violent  clash  with  the  protesters,  at  work  during  the  day  I'm  always 
on  alert  and  stressed  not  knowing  if  things  will  erupt  at  some  point. 

The  demonstrators  were  for  the  most  part  peaceful.  Some  elements  made  things  unsafe,  but  to  respond  to  that  with 
hundreds  of  officers  on  a  work  day  morning  trying  to  remove  the  campers  made  it  unsafe  for  everyone  that  works  in  the 
downtown  area.

The  next 
day,  an  officer  grabbed  and  broke  a  camera  belonging  to  another  Oakland  Tribune 
photo journalist. 

In  all  cases  the  journalists  were  clearly  wearing  press  passes  and  carrying  professional- 
quality  camera  gear. 

As  journalists  we  support  the  free  speech  rights  of  all  citizens.  And  we  believe  freedom  of 
the  press,  without  interference  from  law  enforcement  or  government  officials,  is  key  to  a 
functioning  democracy.

I  am  writing  to  express  deep  concern  about  reports  of  detainment  of  and  attacks  on 
journalists  covering  this  week's  Occupy  Oakland  protests. 

At  least  three  incidents  are  well-documented:  On  Monday,  police  briefly  detained  two 
photojournalists,  on  assignment  for  the  Oakland  Tribune  and  San  Francisco  Chronicle.  The  next 
day,  an  officer  grabbed  and  broke  a  camera  belonging  to  another  Oakland  Tribune 
photo journalist. 

In  all  cases  the  journalists  were  clearly  wearing  press  passes  and  carrying  professional- 
quality  camera  gear. 

As  journalists  we  support  the  free  speech  rights  of  all  citizens.  And  we  believe  freedom  of 
the  press,  without  interference  from  law  enforcement  or  government  officials,  is  key  to  a 
functioning  democracy.  Police  must  be  well-trained  to  recognize  local  press  passes  and  to 
allow  journalists  to  do  our  jobs.

Dear  Mayor  Quan: 


We  are  Oakland  homeowners  and  taxpayers.  We  supported  your  run  for  mayor  because  you  seemed  a  candidate 
most  sympathetic  to  the  socioeconomic  and  criminal  justice  problems  that  face  our  city.  Your  handling  of  the 
Occupy  Oakland  protests,  especially  the  unnecessarily  violent  police  response  of  Tuesday  night,  has  proved  our 
initial  judgment  wrong. 


The  Oakland  Police  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Interim  Police  Chief  Howard  Jordan,  asked  for  aid  from 
seventeen  other  jurisdictions  under  the  pretense  of  a  "riot"  and  its  officers  were  equipped  with  beanbags,  tear 
gas  and  other  non-lethal  weapons  (including  an  LRAD  sonic  cannon  which  can  cause  permanent  hearing 
damage)  despite  the  fact  that  no  persons  or  property  were  threatened  by  the  peaceful  protesters.  As  Bobbie  Stein 
from  the  National  Lawyers  Guild  pointed  out,  "The  police  violated  just  about  every  provision  of  their  own 
Crowd  Control  Policy,"  which  prohibits  unwarranted  use  of  chemical  agents  and  shooting  munitions  into 
crowds.  Chief  Jordan  denied  the  use  of  these  weapons,  but  incredibly  said  he  was  "unsure"  if  officers  from 
other  jurisdictions  used  them  under  his  command. 


Hundreds  of  officers  lined  up  in  riot  gear  and  attacked  protesters  asserting  their  First  Amendment  right  to 
assembly  and  free  speech.  The  heavily  militarized  Oakland  Police  Department  fired  CS  gas  (which  is  banned 
for  military  purposes  under  the  Chemical  Weapons  Convention)  at  thousands  of  peaceful  protesters  and  one 
Marine  veteran  of  the  Iraq  war,  Scott  Olsen,  was  struck  in  the  head  by  an  unknown  police  projectile  causing  a 
skull  fracture  and  brain  swelling  which  required  putting  him  in  a  medically  induced  coma.  When  other 
protesters  attempted  to  help  this  man,  a  police  officer  threw  either  a  flash-bang  grenade  or  another  tear  gas 
canister  at  the  small  group.  This  behavior  by  the  police  is  inhumane  and  unconscionable.  No  police  officer  was 
reported  injured  and  no  property  damage  was  reported. 


The  police,  under  the  command  of  Chief  Jordan,  clearly  planned  in  advance  to  use  these  weapons  on  the 
peaceful  protesters.  These  unnecessary  tactics  have  cost  the  City  millions  of  dollars  at  a  time  when  the  Police 
claim  not  to  have  enough  resources  to  respond  to  non- violent  crimes  like  home  burglaries  and  auto  thefts  (why 
non- violent  protest  doesn't  fit  this  category  of  police  inaction  is  baffling).  Despite  the  fact  that  you  showed 
gross  negligence  by  not  taking  a  more  active  role  in  the  planning  of  this  police  response  (the  largest  police 
action  since  you  became  mayor)  and  by  leaving  town  during  its  execution,  you  have  the  responsibility  to  rectify 
it  now.  Interim  Police  Chief  Howard  Jordan  must  be  fired  for  his  actions.  The  City  of  Oakland  needs  police 
leadership  that  is  committed  to  working  with  the  community  rather  than  a  chief  who  sees  only  opportunities  to 
use  militarized  force  on  its  citizens.

I  am  not  sure  where  you  all  are  at  with  regards  to  the  Mayor  visiting  00  tonight.  When  I  left  this  morning's 
meeting  Reygan  accompanied  me  specifically  to  discuss  Jean  going  to  the  GA  tonight.  She  made  the  request  to 
a  young  man  named  Joshua  who  does  not  represent  or  speak  for  the  larger  group  but  agreed  to  ask  the 
facilitation  committee  if  Jean  should  speak  at  the  GA  tonight.  Joshua  and  a  gentleman  who  goes  by  the  name 
"Sweet  Potato"  stopped  by  my  office  at  2:45  pm. 

Reygan,  Joshua  may  have  tried  to  call  you  on  your  cell  but  because  he  was  unable  to  connect  they  decided  to 
come  see  me.  Here  is  what  they  stated: 

1.  They  were  here  as  individuals  and  not  representing  the  00  GA  to  provide  information  from  the  facilitation 
committee  discussion,  feedback,  and  suggestions. 

2.  The  facilitation  committee  did  not  think  it  was  appropriate  for  Jean  to  speak  at  the  GA.  They  thought  it 
would  be  more  appropriate  for  her  to  come  to  the  "Speak  Out"  at  6p.m.  They  would  not  guarantee  a  speaking 
order  but  indicated  that  she  could  stand  in  line  (or  have  someone  stand  in  line  for  her)  to  speak.  Each  speaker 
gets  2  minutes  only. 

As  individuals  they  provided  the  following  feedback  on  MJQ  attending: 

a.  A  couple  people  expressed  concern  about  other  people  being  angry  over  injuries  suffered  (broken 
hand,  head  injuries,  etc). 

b.  There  are  a  collection  of  individuals  who  believe  it  would  be  important  for  her  to  extend  a  formal 
apology  (written  in  advance  is  strongly  encouraged,  in  fact  one  said  it  might  be  better  to  apologize 
today  and  attend  speak  out  tomorrow,  but  MJQ's  decision).

Dear  Mayor  Quan: 

We  are  Oakland  homeowners  and  taxpayers.  We  supported  your  run  for  mayor  because 
you  seemed  a  candidate  most  sympathetic  to  the  socioeconomic  and  criminal 
justice  problems  that  face  our  city.  Your  handling  of  the  Occupy  Oakland 
protests,  especially  the  unnecessarily  violent  police  response  of  Tuesday  night, 
has  proved  our  initial  judgment  wrong. 

The  Oakland  Police  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Interim  Police  Chief 
Howard  Jordan,  asked  for  aid  from  seventeen  other  jurisdictions  under  the 
pretense  of  a  "riot"  and  its  officers  were  equipped  with  beanbags,  tear  gas  and 
other  non-lethal  weapons  (including  an  LRAD  sonic  cannon  which  can  cause 
permanent  hearing  damage)  despite  the  fact  that  no  persons  or  property  were 
threatened  by  the  peaceful  protesters.  As  Bobbie  Stein  from  the  National  Lawyers 
Guild  pointed  out,  "The  police  violated  just  about  every  provision  of  their  own 
Crowd  Control  Policy,"  which  prohibits  unwarranted  use  of  chemical  agents  and 
shooting  munitions  into  crowds.  Chief  Jordan  denied  the  use  of  these  weapons, 
but  incredibly  said  he  was  "unsure"  if  officers  from  other  jurisdictions  used 
them  under  his  command. 

Hundreds  of  officers  lined  up  in  riot  gear  and  attacked  protesters  asserting 
their  First  Amendment  right  to  assembly  and  free  speech.  The  heavily  militarized 
Oakland  Police  Department  fired  CS  gas  (which  is  banned  for  military  purposes 
under  the  Chemical  Weapons  Convention)  at  thousands  of  peaceful  protesters  and 
one  Marine  veteran  of  the  Iraq  war,  Scott  Olsen,  was  struck  in  the  head  by  an 
unknown  police  projectile  causing  a  skull  fracture  and  brain  swelling  which 
required  putting  him  in  a  medically  induced  coma.  When  other  protesters 
attempted  to  help  this  man,  a  police  officer  threw  either  a  flash-bang  grenade 
or  another  tear  gas  canister  at  the  small  group.  This  behavior  by  the  police  is 
inhumane  and  unconscionable.  No  police  officer  was  reported  injured  and  no 
property  damage  was  reported. 

The  police,  under  the  command  of  Chief  Jordan,  clearly  planned  in  advance  to  use 
these  weapons  on  the  peaceful  protesters.  These  unnecessary  tactics  have  cost 
the  City  millions  of  dollars  at  a  time  when  the  Police  claim  not  to  have  enough 
resources  to  respond  to  non-violent  crimes  like  home  burglaries  and  auto  thefts 
(why  non-violent  protest  doesn't  fit  this  category  of  police  inaction  is 
baffling).  Despite  the  fact  that  you  showed  gross  negligence  by  not  taking  a 
more  active  role  in  the  planning  of  this  police  response  (the  largest  police 
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action  since  you  became  mayor)  and  by  leaving  town  during  its  execution,  you 
have  the  responsibility  to  rectify  it  now.  Interim  Police  Chief  Howard  Jordan 
must  be  fired  for  his  actions.  The  City  of  Oakland  needs  police  leadership  that 
is  committed  to  working  with  the  community  rather  than  a  chief  who  sees  only 
opportunities  to  use  militarized  force  on  its  citizens.

And  we  believe  freedom  of 
the  press,  without  interference  from  law  enforcement  or  government  officials,  is  key  to  a 
functioning  democracy.  Police  must  be  well-trained  to  recognize  local  press  passes  and  to 
allow  journalists  to  do  our  jobs.  Arresting,  detaining  or  breaking  journalists'  equipment  is 
simply  unacceptable.

I  get  the 
need  to  enforce  laws,  but  that's  just  RUDE. 

Meanwhile,  I  find  it  baffling  that  some  people  want  to  recall  Quan  for  police  brutality  in 
the  same  breath  that  they  condemn  her  for  blocking  the  gang  injunctions  and  curfew.  They 
condemn  her  for  our  high  crime  level  (a  problem  she  inherited) ,  yet  shout  'vote  no'  on  the 
parcel  tax  that  will  help  us  hire  the  number  of  officers  we  need.

At  least  three  incidents  are  well-documented:  On  Monday,  police  briefly  detained  two 
photojournalists,  on  assignment  for  the  Oakland  Tribune  and  San  Francisco  Chronicle.  The  next 
day,  an  officer  grabbed  and  broke  a  camera  belonging  to  another  Oakland  Tribune 
photo journalist. 

In  all  cases  the  journalists  were  clearly  wearing  press  passes  and  carrying  professional- 
quality  camera  gear. 

As  journalists  we  support  the  free  speech  rights  of  all  citizens.  And  we  believe  freedom  of 
the  press,  without  interference  from  law  enforcement  or  government  officials,  is  key  to  a 
functioning  democracy.  Police  must  be  well-trained  to  recognize  local  press  passes  and  to 
allow  journalists  to  do  our  jobs.  Arresting,  detaining  or  breaking  journalists'  equipment  is 
simply  unacceptable.

What  I  was  pointing  out  was  what  I  saw  as  Dean  Quan's  hypocrisy:    she  claims  we  don't  have 
the  money  to  hire  more  police  to  provide  basic  police  services  to  the  people  of  Oakland  but 
she  was  (apparently)  able  to  find  whatever  money  it  took  to  bring  in  300  police  officers  to 
terrorize  and  remove  the  Occupy  Oakland  demonstration. 

I  would  like  to  have  a  fully  staffed  police  force  of  at  least  950  well-trained,  community 
oriented  police  officers.

What  are  the  guidelines  on  what  constitutes  "peaceful"  assembly?  If  a  single  individual  in  the  "peaceful"  group 
throws  an  object  at  the  police,  is  the  group  still  peaceful?  What  is  the  threshold  of  individuals  exercising  violent 
or  riotous  behavior?  Is  it  a  percentage  of  the  group.  Does  the  peaceful  group  get  to  claim  "peacefulness" 
regardless  of  the  violent  actions  of  one  individual  or  multiple  individuals  within  the  group? 

I  was  under  the  impression  that  our  society  is  governed  by  the  rule  of  law.  Do  our  Constitutional  rights  of 
assembly  and  free  expression  trump  our  adherence  to  the  rule  of  law? 

I  believe  the  police  acted  well  within  their  guidelines...  The  police  asked  the  protesters  to  disperse.  They 
refused.  The  police  told  and  warned  the  protesters  they  would  use  chemical  agents  to  disperse  the  crowds. 
Again,  the  protesters  refused  to  disperse.  What  is  the  thinking  here?  Do  Occupy  protesters  actually  believe  that 
they  have  some  Constitutional  based  "right"  to  ignore  lawful  police  orders?  Is  this  some  greater  principal  that 
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transcends  societies'  governance  by  the  rule  of  law?  What  do  we  pay  the  police  for?  They  did  exactly  what  you 
all  pay  them  to  do...  We  train  them  to  protect  us.  We  give  them  the  right  to  use  deadly  force  to  protect  us  as  well 
as  defending  their  own  lives  when  the  bad  guys  are  shooting  back  at  them.

City  of  Oakland  Establishes  Ground  Rules  for 
Peaceful  and  Safe  Demonstrations 

Oakland,  CA  -  Mayor  Quan  and  the  City  Administration  remain  deeply 
committed  to  respecting  free  speech  and  facilitating  peaceful  demonstrations, 
as  well  as  maintaining  the  City's  responsibility  to  protect  health  and  safety. 

In  a  statement  to  Occupy  Oakland  demonstrators  tonight,  Mayor  Quan  asked 
demonstrators  to  comply  with  four  specific  requests: 

1)  We  need  to  have  direct  communications  between  City  staff  and  Occupy 
Oakland  representatives. 

2)  We  need  you  to  maintain  healthy  and  safe  conditions  wherever  you 
gather. 

3)  We  need  you  to  allow  our  safety  employees  to  have  access  when  there 
is  an  emergency. 

4)  We  are  asking  you  not  to  camp  overnight. 


In  addition,  the  City  Administrator  outlined  a  list  of  minimum  requirements 
necessary  for  the  City  to  maintain  adequate  public  health  and  safety  conditions. 
They  include: 

■  Access  to  First  Responders:  First  responders  must  be  allowed  free 
access  to  the  demonstration  site  at  any  time  to  address  emergencies  and 
treat  people  requiring  medical  attention.  This  includes  fire  department 
officials  who  may  make  periodic  inspections  or  respond  to  emergencies, 
police  officers  who  need  to  patrol  the  Plaza  to  ensure  safety, 
paramedics,  or  other  public  health  and  safety  officials. 

■  Maintain  Acceptable  Sanitation  Standards:  Public  urination  and 
defecation,  litter,  and  improper  food  storage  practices  are  prohibited. 
Public  health  officials  must  be  allowed  access  to  periodically  inspect 
conditions  and  any  violations  must  be  addressed. 
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■    Respect  Public  Space:  No  graffiti,  vandalism  or  other  damage  to  Plaza 
infrastructure  or  the  historic  tree.  The  Plaza  is  a  public  space  intended 
for  the  enjoyment  of  all.  Other  groups  wishing  to  use  the  Plaza  must  be 
respected  and  afforded  the  courtesy  of  use  of  the  Plaza.

■  Maintain  Safety:  No  public  intoxication,  use  of  drugs,  violence, 
assaults,  threats  and/or  intimidation  against  other  protesters,  visitors  to 
the  Plaza,  officials,  or  law  enforcement. 

If  the  City  finds  that  these  minimum  standards  are  not  adhered  to,  staff  will 
communicate  to  the  designated  points  of  contact  for  the  Occupy  Oakland 
demonstrators  and  immediate  correction  will  be  required. 

These  minimum  standards  have  been  established  so  that  the  City  may  meet  its 
obligation  to  protect  public  health  and  safety  in  Oakland. 

The  City  has  also  received  feedback  from  local  merchants  about  the  negative 
impact  that  the  demonstrations  have  had  on  Oakland's  businesses,  which  are 
already  struggling  to  survive  the  economic  downturn.  We  would  like  to  open 
the  dialogue  between  Occupy  Oakland  demonstrators  and  local  merchants  to 
mitigate  their  concerns  and  seek  ways  to  promote  jobs  and  economic  justice. 

As  we  hear  additional  feedback  from  the  community  and  our  employees,  we 
may  need  to  apply  additional  requirements.
